QUARTER OF 1915. 


Market and industrial developments 
during the first quarter of the year re- 
lating to the Reporter's trades have 
been invested with unusual 
cance, incidental to the European war, 
and in many respects they have borne 
with probably more important effect 
upon our interests than during any 
period since the beginning of the hos- 
tilities, excepting the sensational 
events during the first few weeks. Our 
foreign trade relations have been sub- 
jected to many new complications 
within the last three months, as the 
policy of the belligerent countries has 
been shaped to more extreme measures 
for the conservation of home supplies 
and for the crippling or embarrass- 
ment of the enemy’s resources and 
commercial and industrial operations. 
One of the earliest devejJopments con- 
was the restric- 
of whale oil with- 
of the British Gov- 
followed an 
on seed exports. 
overwhelming event during the quar- 
ter concerning our foreign trade in- 
terests was the German embargo on all 
potash shipments, and, while Germany 
later announced a modification of the 
extreme restriction in permitting ship- 
ments only after the potash had been 
subjected to such a denaturing process 
as would limit the consumption strict- 
ly to the field of fertilizers, there 
was no suggestion of prospective relief 
in the markets in this country. 
if the so-called ‘‘denatured’”’ 
were available for shipment from Ger- 
many, the subsequent declaration by 
Great Britain of a practical blockade 
of Germany would have resulted in a 
reversion to an absolute embargo on 
potash. While Great Britain has 
shown a more liberal policy in recog- 
nizing neutral over-sea commercial in- 
tercourse in some instances, the gov- 
ernment has imposed harsher terms 
affecting the absolute contraband rule 
of a number of the Reporter’s com- 
modities. In one important instance 
have our foreign trade relations at- 
tained a more creditable status dur- 
ing the quarter, the action of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Government in reduc- 
ing the import duty on cottonseed oil 
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from forty to fifteen kronen per 100 
kilos, fulfilling the purpose of our gov- 
ernment and trade interests in the rec- 
ognition of an equable rate to restore 
the prestige of our product in Austria- 
Hungary. 

A notable development of domestic 
initiative during the last three months 
the marked progress in the 
plans to throw off the yoke of abso- 
lute dependence upon foreign produc- 
tion of of most important 
raw materials. Greatest attention has 
given to the establishment of a 
self-contained coal-tar chemical indus- 
try and an adequate supply of the 
requirements for all 
purposes now seems assured.

DRUG MARKET. 


still handicapped 
ways by the imposition of numerous 
additional embargoes upon shipments 
of crude drugs and finished medicinal 
products from the Continent and a 
curtailment of supplies from foreign 
producing countries, the American 
drug market has shown considerable 
activity within the first quarter of this 
year. Price movements have been 
chiefly in an upward direction, 

The heaviest buying in the dormestic 
drug market has been due to the clos- 
ing of several of the leading Conti- 
nental markets, as a result of the war, 
directing foreign consumers to the 
New York market for munitions of 
war and such hospital supplies as the 
narcotics, anaesthetics, anodynes and 
disinfectants. As domestic stocks of 
these and other articles have been al- 
most exhausted and, as the prospect 
for replenishing them with foreign 
goods has appeared remote, prices for 
most of these goods have been ad- 
vanced enormously under the leader- 
ship of the basic hydrocarbons and 
other coal-tar derivatives. 

Other handicaps upon business in 
the domestic drug market have been 
imposed by the anticipation and final 
realization of the enforcement of the 
Harrison Federal narcotic law and by 
the growing demands of domestic 
users of aniline dyes and synthetic 
drugs, perfumes and flavors. After 
an early purchasing movement, which 
began about the middle of January 
and which continued until the mid- 
dle of February, domestic consumers 
have slacked their operations, but the 
falling off of business from this quar- 
ter has been compensated for in part 
by the war-created purchasing by 
foreign consumers. 

Notable exceptions to the general 
uplift of prices due to the war influ- 
ence in commodities produced in coun- 
tries outside of Europe, the supplies 
of which in this country have been 
materially augmented by the closing 
of the principal European ports of 
entry and the consequent shipping of 
almost all the stocks thereof to this 
country. Thus, despite the numerous 
restrictions placed upon shipments of 
opium from Turkey and Turkish pos- 
sessions, large quantities of this nar- 
cotic have found their way by circuit- 
ous routes into the port of New York, 
while kept out from European routes, 
and. in the absence of an active do- 
mestic absorption, have brought about 
a material recession in prices through 
their heavy accumulation here. Like- 
wise, balsam copaiba, of South Amer- 
ican origin, finding its only outlet 
here, has been shipped to this port in 


are 


Though in many 


such great lots as to compel holders 
to lower their prices materially while 
their stocks have grown to abnormal 
proportions. In this group, moreover, 
there have been several other commo- 
dities such as Mexican or Tampico 
Sarsaparilla root, kola nuts, vanilla 
beans, Bay rum and many essential 
oils. 

War-created advances, however, have 
been far more numerous, including, as 
they have, the extensive list of coal 
tar products, such as benzol, toluol, 
carbolic acid, ete., cod liver oil, celery 
seed, arnica, chamomile and _ blue 
malva flowers, all the savory herbs 
and leaves, licorice root and stick lico- 
rice, coumarin, thymol, belladonna 
leaves, belladonna atropa root, dog 
grass or couch grass root and natural 
Venice turpentine. 

Also among the foremost articles in 
this group, whose prices have been 
marked up sharply by the European 
war developments, have been the pot- 
ash preparations, and especially per- 
manganate of potash, due to the Ger- 
man government’s action in placing an 
absolute embargo upon all shipments 
from that country of potash salts and 
all manufactures of potash. Because 
of a fairly plentiful supply of potas- 
sium chloride in this ccuntry, there 
has been no noteworthy reflection of 
the potash embargo to date in the 
prices named for cyanide of potash 
and cyanide mixture, and, as stocks 
of carbonate of potash, in the hands 
of iodide of potash makers, have been 
adequate for their immediate require- 
ments, there has been no material re- 
flection of this embargo in the figures 
asked for the iodide preparation. Ci- 
trate of potash has likewise failed to 
reflect this embargo to date. 

Although they were expected to ex- 
ert an immediate influence upon prices 
for opium and upon those for numer- 
ous other articles, the bombardment 
of Constantinople by the allies and the 
creation by the German Government of 
a war zone around the British Isles, 
within which even the ships of neu- 
tral nations were declared subject to 
seizure, have had no effect upon quo- 
tations for these goods. 

On the other hand, the absolute em- 
bargo placed upon toluol by Great Brit- 
ain and Germany has been pre-emi- 
nent among the restrictions which have 
been instantly reflected in advancing 
prices, and the virtually absolute em- 
bargo imposed upon shipinents of car- 
bolic acid has had a similar result, but 
the temporary embargo upwen exports 
of celery seed, imposed by the French 
Government, has had less influence 
upon prices. 

The shortage of coal-tar products 
has become so acute within the in- 
terval, in the absence of sizable ar- 
rivals of these goods from abroad, that 
initial steps have been taken for an 
expansion of the American coal-tar 
chemical industry through the produc- 
tion by the leading steel companies on 
a large scale of benzol, toluol, carbolic 
acid and picric acid and for the mak- 
ing On a moderate scale cf aniline oil 
presumably by the beginning of sum- 
mer. Some relief from the shortage 
in the coal-tar colors, needed by the 
consuming industries, has already been 
afforded since the beginning of this 
year by the vessels from Rotterdam 
and Bremerhaven, with fair-sized car- 
goes of these commodities, potash and 
other chemicals of German manufac- 
ture. 


Opium, after opening tle year at $9 
in case lots for druggists’ quality gum, 
dropped steadily under heavy receipts 
here and inadequate absorption, until 
it is now being offered freely at $7.50 
in such quantities and at $7.55 in job- 
bing lots. Similarly, there has been a 
steady downward movement in prices 
for the powdered and granular grades 
from $11 and $11.50, respectively, to 
$8.75 and $8.90. Morphine and codeine, 
however, have not yet syrapathized in 
this recession and are still being held 
On a bulk basis of $5 per vunce for the 
acetate, muriate and sulphate descrip- 
tions in 50-ounce lots, in one delivery, 
for the former, and on a bulk basis 
$6.45 for the alkaloid, muriate and ni- 
trate forms, in 25-ounce lots, in one 
delivery, for the latter. The enforce- 
ment of the Harrison law has exerted 
a temporarily restricting influence 
upon business in the opiates, but is 
now causing less difficulty. 

Quinine has maintained a strong un- 
dertone throughout ‘the quarter, with 
domestic manufacturers continuing to 
hold their output strongly on a bulk 
basis of 26 cents in 100-ounce tins. 
Further evidence of adherence to the 
cinchona bark price maintenance 
agreement, by both Java bark growers 
and European salts makers, has been 
furnished within the interval in the 
greatly curtailed shipments of the 
bark from Java to Europe and in the 
relatively high figures realized at the 
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London and Amsterdam bark auctions, 
as well as at the London bark sales. 
Evidence of curtailment in the ship- 
ments of bark from Java to Europe 
has been supplied in the record of ex- 
ports for the first two months, show- 
ing total shipments of 1,172,000 kilos, as 
compared with 1,484,500 kilos for the 
first two months of last year, and with 
1,436,200 kilos for the corresponding 
period of 1913 and also in the estimated 
exports for March, figured at about 
800,000 kilos. Though occasional offers 
of outside lots of Java and Amsterdam 
salts have been made here at 25% cents 
within the interval, almost all second 
hands in this market have held out 
steadfastly for 26 cents for their sul- 
phate. 

In the coal-tar products, the upward 
movement has been so sharp and so 
general as to furnish no exceptions. 
Benzol, which early in the year was 
offered in a limited way at 30 cents 
per gallon for other pure white de- 
scription, has been raised to $1 and 
over per gallon, with little available 
even at such figures. Similarly, beta 
naphthol, after opening the year at 30 
cents, has been raised to $2, and toluol, 
after being quoted dt 35 cents for the 
pure variety, has been raised to 45 
cents and has commanded $4.50 to $6 
in some instances, being now quoted 
only nominally at the outside figure. 
Carboliec acid crystals, of the U. S. P. 
variety, which a year ago sold freely 
at 7% cents, and which opened this 
year at 50 cents in drums, are now be- 
ing strongly held at $1.10 and up to 
$1.20 in any and all kinds of contain- 
ers, for sizable quantities, though ob- 
tainable in a limited way at 95 cents 
and $1. Cresylic acid, of the 95@100 
per cent. description, has been marked 
up from 50 cents per gallon to 55@60 
cents. Benzoic acid, made from toluol, 
has been raised from 75 cents to $1.85@ 
1.95, carrying with it in its upward 
course the prices for the ‘‘true’’ benzoic 
acid, made from benzoin. Salicylic 
acid has likewise been marked up from 
6714 cents to $1.40@1.50, while salicylate 
of soda has been raised from 65 cents 
to $1.50@1.60 and methyl] salicylate has 
been advanced: from 75 cents to $1.35. 
Benzoate of soda has moved up from 
50 cents to $1.90@2; synthetic musk 
from $4.50 to $5, and artificial almond oil 
from $1 to $1.25. Terpineol has been 
advanced from 35 cents to 45@50 cents, 
and myrbane oil has been lifted from 
15 cents to 30 cents. Acetanilid has 
been advanced from 31 cents to 
cents; acetphenitidin from $1.25 to $3.75, 
and antipyrine from $2.50 to $3.80, ac- 
cording to make.

on potash salts has 
caused an uplift in permanganate of 
potash from 14 cents to 55@65 cents, 
but there have been no commensurate 
uplifts in prices for cyanide mixture, 
iodide and citrate of potash, which are 
still quoted, as at the beginning of the 
year, at 18@25 cents, at $3.15@3.20 and 
at 69@70 cents, respectively. 

Codliver oil has had an extraordinary 
uplift, which has carried the prices 
asked by refiners in Norway from a 
basis of $20 per. barrel, f. o. b. Nor- 
way, to 455, f. o. b., that country, and 
the figures asked by local holders from 
$20 to $40. Although there has very 
recently been a slight recession from 
these high water mark figures to a 
basis of $40, f. 0. b., Norway, and to 
$38@39 here, the undertone of this mar- 
ket is still very strong. This remark- 
able upward movement in codliver oil 
has been, due principally to unprece- 
dented buying by Germany for me- 
chanical and technical purposes, in ad- 
dition to edible and medicinal uses. 
Other factors in the sharp advance 
have been the presence of Russian 
seals in exceptionaly large numbers off 
the Lofoten Islands, and the unwill- 
ingness of the fishing fleets to venture 
too far into the North Sea because of 
the presence of a large number of hos- 
tile mines. 

Cocaine, under keen competition, has 
been marked down from a basis of 
$4 for hydrochloride to $3.50. Japanese 
products, and especially menthol, Jap- 
anese vegetable wax and agar agar, 
have been advanced materially on a re- 
cent raising of ocean freight rates to the 
extent of 25 per cent. from the country 
of production to the United . States, 
via both the Panama or Suez Canals. 
The uplift in menthol having carried 
its spot price from $2.50 to $3 and that 
in Japan wax from 10% cents to 13 
cents, 

Glycerine was well maintained until 
the middle of last month, when, having 
been strongly held on a basis of 22 
cents for C. P. in drums for two and a 
half months, it was marked down to 
20.cents, as numerous heavy consign- 
ments of the crude and refined grades, 
which had been held up in England 
and France for several weeks, were 
suddenly released and reached here 
virtually at the same time, at a time 





when the demand had diminished con- 
siderably. Similarly, the dynamite 
grade was lowered from 21 cents to 
1814 cents, while the crude grade was 
reduced about 2 cents to 12% cents and 
13% cents, respectively.

Increasing Production of Domestic 
Aniline Colors and Dyestuffs. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 
In view of the many demands 
upon us for aniline colors and dyestuffs, 
and the numerous inquiries as to what 
will be done in this country regarding 
the manufacture of same, both due to the 
present critical conditions and inability 
to secure supplies from Germany by rea- 
son of the present British embargo on 
German products, we are sending out the 
following information, both privately and 
publicly, some of which you may find of 
interest for your columns, and to reply 
to the same inquiries which you are also 
doubtless receiving. 
We enclose copy 


made 


of circular which this 
company sent out September 1, 1914, which 
lias really turned out so accurate, in view 
of the way conditions have developed, 
that we could not improve upon it. 

What our factory has been doing in the 
meantime is to devote itself to the manu- 
facture of various intermediate products 
which we formerly secured from Europe. 
as to continue our regular line of 
colors, and while this has not progressed 
as rapidly as we had hoped, at the same 
time we are actuaily manufacturing our 
own raw materials and producing the 
colors which we promised to supply in 
this circular, and are increasing the num- 
ber and quantity of these raw materials 
as rapidly we can, so as to imcrease 
the quantity of aniline colors manufac- 
tured therefrom. 

The manufacture of these 
terials has been successful 
large expense, but we have at 
demonstrated that it can be done, and it 
is only a question of the amount of 
money which capitalists are willing to 
invest as to how much of these Inter- 
mediate materials and aniline colors can 
be produced. This question of invest- 
ment, however, is entirely in the control 
of the government, in that these inter- 
mediate materials and colors cannot be 
manufactured in competition with Ger- 
muwny under normal conditions under the 
present tariff, and until the tariff is in- 
creased to allow successful competition 
the manufacture of these products is 
bound to be limited, and American con- 
sumers can never expect a large and suc- 
cessful industry in this line until such 
government protection is secured. We 
repeat that our factory is now running 
entirely on raw materials and intermedi- 
ate products actually produced in this 
country, and is not dependent upon Eu- 
rope for any of its supplies. but of 
course, with our present capacity and in- 
vestment we are only able to supply a 
limited percentage of the colors con- 
sumed in the United States, and for this 
reason cannot take care of anything like 
the total demands made upon us for sup- 
plies, and can only increase our produc- 
tion slowly we feel it safe to do so.

Commercial Development of Rittman 


Processes. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 2, 1915. 

With the exception of the activities un- 
derstood to be in progress in Pittsburgh, 
where is being installed machinery for a 
thorough test under commercial condi- 
tions of the Rittman process for extract- 
ing benzol and toluol and other hydro- 
carbons from crude oil, there are no de- 
velopments in the situation with respect 
to this process besides what is going on 
here in the United States Patent Office. 

During the last few days Dr. Rittman, 
of the Bureau of Mines, the originator of 
this latest developed system, came here 
from Pittsburgh for the purpose of con- 
ferring with the Patent Office experts re- 
garding the details of the applications for 
patents and certain alleged interference 
notices had been filed in the Patent Of- 
fice. After completing these conferences 
Dr. Rittman returned to Pittsburgh, 
where he is actively engaged in aiding 
the representatives of the Aetna Explo- 
sives Company in putting a mammoth 
unit for producing benzol and toluol from 
crude oil. 

Dr. Rittman, in common with the other 
officials of the Bureau of Mines, acting 
under instructions of Secretary Lane, will 
not at this time discuss any of the de- 
tails of the work in progress, except to 
gay that the officials of the Aetna Explo- 
sives Company are confident that within 
the next three weeks commercial quantl!- 
ties of benzol and toluol will be extracted 
at their plant under the Rittman process. 
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These operations doubtless will be per- 
fected before the completion of the letters 
patent to be obtained in the name of the 
goverament in the United States Patent 
Office. In the meanwhile, however, Dr. 
Rittman is engaged in preparing the com- 
pleted working specifications of the sys- 
tem as it is being developed upon com- 
mercial lines in the Pittsburgh plant, so 
far as these operations relate to the ex- 
traction of benzol and toluol. 

With respect to the production of gaso- 
line, about which there has never been 
any doubt in the minds of the officials 
of the Bureau of Mines as to the imme- 
diate success of the process, correspond- 
ence is now in progress between the bu- 
reau and representatives of the leading 
reiining plants throughout the country, 
with a view to installing a commercial 
test of the gasoline extraction. Some of 
the largest independent plants have made 
application for the right to make this test 
of gasoline production. 

When the patents are issued, so that 
the Bureau of Mines officials are assured 
that all producers in the country will be 
in position to receive from the govern- 
ment the right to use the Rittman proc- 
ess, together with all the mechanical de- 
tails incident to such operations, Dr. Ritt- 
man will be ready to furnish a technical 
description of the entire system, together 
with its mechanical accessories. Dr. Ritt- 
man calls attention to the fact that it 
is just as essential that all the mechanical 
devices connected with the process be 
covered by patents, down to the last an- 
alysis of the by-products to be extracted, 
aiong with the first commodities obtained, 
in order that there shall be no “tying up”’ 
of the system by injunctions or interfer- 
ence suits brought by persons who have 
developed some mechanical device that 
might be utilized in connection with the 
production of some by-product of the ex- 
tracted products from the crude oil. 
Within a month, therefore, if the expec- 
tations of the workers on this plan are 
realized, the technical trades will be fully 
advised as to the successful operations 
of the process.

Harrison Narcotic Law Question. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, April 2, 1915. 

\ complicated question that has reached 
the Internal Revenue Bureau of the 
Treasury Department regarding the in- 
terpretation and operation of the Harri- 
son anti-narcotic iaw relates to whether 
shippers of narcotic drugs, against which 
the law is aimed, are, under certain con- 
ditions, to be regarded as physicians, and 
hence within the restriction of that law. 


The department has made no ruling on 
this subject, and probably will not until 
the matter has been thoroughly investi- 
gated in all its legal aspects. 

The direct question that has been pro- 
pounded to the internal revenue officers 
is whether manufacturers and shippers of 
certain narcotic compounds who do a 
business of filling orders for patients in 
different parts of the country, where the 
patient sends to the shipper written an- 
swers to a printed form of diagnosis, are 
covered by the law. In such case the 
shipper or seller of the narcotic com- 
pound does not see the patient, and is 
governed merely by such answers to the 
questions in the primted diagnosis for- 
warded to such patients as the latter is 
willing to write thereon. 

It is doubtful if the 
consent to such an interpretation of the 
Harrison anti-narcotic law as will per- 
mit of the indiscriminate sales of opium, 
cocaine and kindred drugs covered by 
that law under such loose conditions as 
naturally would result from such a trade. 
No definite answer has been made by the 
department, however, to these questions, 
as they are under consideration and will 
be thoroughly examined by the law offi- 
cers before a decision is reached. 

Discussion of the question of conscience 
as applied to pharmacists and physicians 
in connection with the enforcement of 
the Harrison anti-narcotic law was held 
before the Warehouse branch of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
here this week. The issue raised was as 
to the moral as well as legal right to 
fill ‘‘dope’ prescriptions when the phar- 
macist knows that they are to be given 
to victims of the drug habit. This ques- 
tion is much in line with that presented 
in the correspondence received at the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau regarding the 
right or duty of physicians in prescrib- 
ing for habitual users of narcotic drugs. 
Most of the discussion by the associa- 
tion of Washington pharmacists was to 
the effect that it was doubtful whether 
the pharmacists had the moral right to 
fill such prescriptions for habitues.

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Chicago Painters Strike. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, April 1, 1915. 

Between three and four thousand jour- 
neymen painters, decorators and paper- 
hangers of Chicago declared a strike on 
many new loop buildings in the course of 
construction, and also refused to continue 
work being done in some outside resi- 
dential districts, following the refusal of 
contractors to sign a separate agreement 
with members of their union. The strike 
of the painters will mean a suspension 
of work in many other trades on the 
buildings involved. Carpenters, elec- 
tricians and plumbers will be forced to 
wait until the controversy between the 
Painters’ District Council and the mem- 
bers of the Painters’ and Decorators’ Club 
of Chicago and vicinity is settled. 

The strike came as a result of the fail- 
ure of a series of meetings to settle the 
trouble. The Painters’ District Council 
refused to accept the uniform agreement 
offered to all unions by Simon O'Donnell, 
president of the Building Trades Council, 
and demanded separate agreements which 
did not prohibit strikes. 

Nearly two hundred painting and dec- 
orating contractors have signed the agree- 


ment offered by the insurgent unions, and 
their men, about five thousand in num- 
ber, are at work. The chief objections 
are to two clauses in the uniform agree- 
ment proposed by the employers. One 
clause provides compulsory arbitration. 
The men insist upon the right to call a 
strike. The other provides that there 
shall be no discrimination against ma- 
terial except prison-made products. The 
employes want this modified. 

Painters, decorators and paperhangers 
in the outlying districts, engaged mostly 
in finishing flat buildings, are not af- 
fected by the strike order, according to 
L. P. Lindelof, secretary of the Painters’ 
District Council. He also said that be- 
tween 500 and 600 employers had_ signed 
up the modified agreement with the men 
when they found the strike was a reality 
and not an April fool joke. A number of 
the centractors said the strike would not 
last forty-eight hours. Others, however, 
believe the situation much more serious 
and bewail the condition at this time, be- 
lieving it deplorable that labor questions 
should arise just at a time when busi- 
ness conditions promise to improve after 
a winter of abnormal quiet in the paint 
industry. Several conferences) between 
union labor leaders, including Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and leading contrac- 
tors, are to be held, and it is hoped that 
some agreement which will enable work 
to be resumed on large contracts will be 
reached within a few days. 

“Four thousand men have put away 
their tools until such time as the employ- 
ers will listen to reason and grant the 
demands of our union,’’ said Secretary 
Lindelof. ‘Although four thousand mem- 
bers of our union are directly affected 
by the struggle, it may be said that only 
two thousand have quit their jobs. This 
can be accounted for by the fact that 
the other two thousand have not been 
employed recently. We have 10,400 mem- 
bers in our union, and all those not em- 
pleyed by concerns affiliated with the 
Decorators’ and Painters’ Club will con- 
tinue at work. Contracts have been 
signed by a large majority of these em- 
ployers, and those who have not obtained 
an agreement with us: will do so today. 

‘All I care to say about the Decorators’ 
and Painters’ Club is that there is dis- 
cord among its members. Many of them 
are opposed to fighting us, and the plan 
for a lockout which was so neatly framed 
by some of their number failed to ma- 
terialize at a meeting of the club held 
last night. I expect a substantial num- 
ber of the members of that organization 
to have signed our agreement within a 
few days.” 

A number of leading contractors when 
called upon for their opinion of the strike 
said they did not care to make any com- 
ments. They would not be quoted on 
either side of the question.

The Assembly has passed Assemblyman 
Bloch’s bill amending the public health 
law relative to the sale of habit-forming 
drugs as to permit manufacturing 
pharmacists, chemists or wholesale or re- 
tail pharmacists or druggists to sell such 
drugs to other pharmacists or chemists, 
requiring all persons authorized to sell, 
prescribe or administer such drugs to 
keep a record of the name and address 
of persons to whom, and the quantity, 
sold; permitting the sale of hypodermic 
syringes on the order of a dentist; giving 
courts in criminal proceedings power to 
comit the defendant to an institution for 
treatment, and to stay proceedings if it 
appears defendant is an habitual drug 
user, and making the sale or dispensing 
of habit-forming drugs to children under 
sixteen years of age a felony.

Sheep Dip in the Argentine. 


Imports of dip into the Argen- 
tine amount to about 8,000,000 kilos annu- 
ally, according to a report issued by the 
Foreign Trade Department of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, and Amer- 
ican producers are advised of the excel- 
lent opportunity for extending their trade 
to the South American republic. The re- 
port, in part, follows:— 

The sheep raising industry is one of the larg- 
est in the Argentine. There is a large con- 
sumption of sheep dips of several makes, and 
statistics indicate that the amount used per 
sheep is increasing annually. The greater pro- 
portion comes from England, and compara- 
tively small quantities from Belgium and the 
United States. It is admitted into the repub- 
lie free of customs duties. Most of the dips 
come in dry form. .Those that are most pop- 
ular, according to one dealer, are those with 
a carbolic acid base, because it does not color 
the wool, as he says the tobacco dip does. 
Customs statistics, however, indicate that the 
dips with a tobacco base far exceed the others 
in the amount consumed.

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Wisconsin Syrup Label Law Restricted 


to Intra-State Commerce. 


By a decision of the United States Dis- 
trict Court for the western district of 
Wisconsin the State authorities were per- 
petually enjoined from enforcing against 
the Corn Products’ Refining Company the 
Wisconsin law requiring the labeling of 
the ingredients on syrup packages. The 
decision, however, recognized the validity 
of the statute as to the internal com- 
merce of the State. 

Two names have been applied to the 
commodity in question—glucose and corn 
syrup. A Wisconsin law of 197 provided 
that glucose labels must read ‘glucose 
flavored with sugar syrup,’’ and must 
bear no other label. The company in- 
stead labeled its goods as composed of 
corn syrup and refined syrup, in accord- 
ance with the Federal food and drugs act. 
The law thereupon required the removal 
of such labels, but the United States Su- 
preme Court held this was an interfer- 
ence with the Federal law. The Wiscon- 
sin Legislature then passed the act of 
1913 to compel the use of a glucose label 
in connection with the corn syrup label. 
The label was then changed to read 
“corn syrup, 8 per cent.; refiners’ syrup, 
15 per cent.’’ This law was attacked on 
three grounds—as a regulation of inter- 
state commerce, as an unreasonable and 
oppressive exercise of police power, and 
as depriving the company of its property 
without due process of law. 

Judge Sanborn in the United 
District Court decision held that, 
the language of the Wisconsin act 
was general and broad enough to include 
all sales of the company’s. product, 
whether interstate or internal, yet it was 
the settled rule in Wisconsin to restrain 
such general language to internal com- 
merce, if to do otherwise would void the 
statute.

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New Pennsylvania Petroleum Label 


Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 1, 1915. 

Senator Marshall Phipps, of Venango, 
has drafted a substitute for his bill re- 
lating to branding crude petroleum and 
products therefrom; he _ presented this 
substitute at a public hearing on his 
original bill, which was held by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary General Committee on 
Maren 31. The substitute, however, 
seemed no more acceptable to the op- 
ponents of the original bill. 

The original Phipps bill 
every container of crude petroleum, or 
any product or compound of crude pe- 
troleum, must be ‘“‘conspicuously marked 
in uncondensed Gothie letters not less 
than one-half inch high’ with the grade 
or grades of petroleum, and that there 
must be no false marking. A penalty of 
$00 fine and one year’s imprisonment was 
provided. 

The substitute bill provides:— 

Be it enacted, etc., that it shall be 
unlawful for any person, or persons, partner- 
ship, association, joint stock company or cor- 
poration, officer or officers, agent or agents 
thereof, to sell, offer for sale or have posses- 
sion of with intent to sell any product or 
products of crude petroleum or compound in 
which such product or products may enter, 
whether a lubricant, illuminant or other mar- 
ketable product, not including, however, such 
as may be intended for medicinal uses or pur- 
poses, unless the same shall have conspicu- 
ously and plainly branded or otherwise marked 
on the tank, vessel or receptacle containing 
the same, the kind and grade, or kinds and 
grades of such petroleum entering into and 
used in the manufacture thereof, and the rela- 
tive proportion of each. In designating the 
kinds and grades of crude petroleum referred 
to it shall be sufficient to refer thereto by the 
names, indicating quality or origin, or both, 
commonly used by the trade and in the mar- 
kets therefor. 

Section 2. Any false or fraudulent branding 
or other markings of any such tank, vessel or 
receptacle, or other violation of the provisions 
of the first section of this act shall be a mis- 
demeanor, and any person convicted thereof 
shail be sentenced to pay a fine of not ex- 
ceeding $500 or undergo an imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or both, as the proper court 
may determine, but no person who shall in 
good faith purchase any such product or com- 
pound, falsely branded or marked in violation 
of the provisions of this act, shall be subject 
to the penalties hereof, unless or until, after 
notice or knowledge thereof, such person shall 
incur such penalties.

Pennsylvania Drug Bills. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Harrisburg, Pa., April 1, 1915. 
Senate bill 555, the measure introduced 
by Senator Joseph H. Thompson of 
Beaver, which would require formulas to 
be printed upon practically every com- 
pound of drugs and which would throw 
other restrictions about the trade, has 
been recommitted to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Judiciary Special for a hearing. 
The hearing is set for the afternoon of 
Wednesday, April 7. 

Another bill, which has attracted a 
great deal of attention, was introduced 
in the Senate March 31 by Plymouth W. 
Snyder of Blair, who is a retail druggist. 
It prohibits the manufacture and sale of 
any proprietary medicine for infants 
which shall contain any opium, morphine, 
cocaine or heroin, or their salts or com- 
pounds. It specifically provides that this 
shall not interfere with physicians pre 
scribing such drugs. 
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Northwest is having some effect on trade 
although the crushers do not look for 
the full effect until a little later.

Duluth, Minn., March 31, 1915. 

The probability is that from now on 
for some days at least Argentine flax will 
swath the American market, as 
it did today. ‘The arrival at New York 
of a of South American flax today 
caused a drop of nearly two cents in the 
American seed here, as more cargoes 
are believed to on the way up from 
the southern republic, a continued easing 
th local market is expected until defi- 
nite received. 

Buenos Aires flax fell off 21% cemts to- 
day, at $1.11%, at which rate 
crushers in this continent can easily pay 
exorbitant freight rates on seed down 
there and still beat the price on domestic 
flax, the difference between Buenos Aires 
flax and the May option of the domestic 
seed being 72 cents. And there could be 
still a good deal of a drop in the Ameri- 
can market before the Argentine brand, 
plus the freight, would be equal to the 
price of American flax. For that reason 
it is fully expected here that there is cer- 
tain to be a falling off in the domestic 
market for the next few days at least. 

Up to today the market has remained 
quite steady. Crushers have been buying 
every day, but is small lots, in order not 
to disturb the market and boost the price. 
Every time there was an indication that 
the seed was about to advance the crush- 
would withdraw, so that as a general 
thing the market has remained pretty 
steady and generally strong. The boom 
that started a few weeks ago in Winni- 
peg was short lived, and for some time 
now has not been heard of. 

As a matter of fact, the Argentine seed 
controls the situation just at present, and 
until the extent of the movement of that 
seed is fully known uncertainty will reign 
in the local market, with a tendency to 
lower prices.

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Federal Naval Stores Inquiry. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 2, 1915. 

Prosecuting the work which is author- 
ized Congress for investigating the 
conditions in the naval stores trade with 
a view to improving those conditions and 
ultimately to standardize grades of rosin, 
turpentine, ete., the officials of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry in the Department of 
Agriculture have this week sent into the 
South two representatives to study condi- 


tions in the fields of production of tur- 
pentine and rosin. These special repre- 


sentatives of the department will go as 
far as Texas and will look into all the 
fields of production throughout the South 
and make a report to the bureau late in 
the summer. 


With the 
ments for 


by 


exception of these 
investigations the officials 
the Bureau of Chemistry have no other 
plans in contemplation at present relat- 
ing to naval stores. There will, however, 
within a few days be sent to two or 
three of the leading centers of trade in 
naval stores type samples of standards 
for grades of turpentine and rosin similar 
to those which were submitted by the 
department at the general meeting here 
last spring, which was attended by rep- 
resentatives of the naval stores industry 
throughout the country, producing, mar- 
keting and buying. The bureau has been 
handicapped in its work of obtaining 
these standards because of the demoral- 
ized conditions of the trade in naval 
stores consequent upon the war in Eu- 
rope. It has been impossible, therefore, 
for the officials to complete their stand- 
ards, and for this reason they are not 
able to send to more than two or three of 
the leading producing and buying ceMters 
sainples of the grades and standards that 
have been agreed upon up to this time. 

With respect to the subject of legisla- 
tion intended to put into effect under 
Federal authority the proposed standard 
grades of turpentine and rosin the de- 
partment officials have no specific in- 
formation. The fact that the committee 
designated at the meeting last spring didi 
not include any official of the department 
the officials in charge of the investiga- 
tions are not informed as to the character 
of work being done by the committee in- 
stituted for the purpose of promoting 
Federal legislation. It is the understand- 
ing at the department, however, that 
plans are in progress through the Navat 
Stores Committee to prepare for the 
presentation of the bill in Congress in 
December, when the standard grades 
shall be agreed upon to the satisfaction 
of the representatives of the trades. 

It is not known here just what steps 
are to be taken to perfect the necessary 
measure for standardizing naval stores, 
nor is it known whether the plans here- 
tofor2 perfected by the Naval Stores 
Committee will be satisfactory to the 
trades in general. This is to be deter- 
mined during the next few months fol- 
lowing the operations in the producing 
sections and in the marketing centers un- 
der the sample types of standards to be 
sent out next week by the officials of the 
Bureau of Chemistry. The general im- 
pression, however, is that through the in- 
fluence of the Naval Stores Committee 
the members of the trades in their vari- 
ous departments will be cordial in their 
support of all plans for Federal legisla- 
tion.

Revenue Stamps on Alcohol Fruit 


Juices.

Demand for paint materials has 
shown improvement as the time drew 
nearer the season of outdoor work. 
Spring requirements are receiving 
more attention and this is reflected in 
the better call for materials. The 
market is not abnormally active and 
some of the more important materials 
which are used largely in other trades 
outside the paint trade are hardly up 
to normal, but the latter trade is a 
fairly normal buyer at present and is 
making up for the slow period which 
was noted earlier in the year. There 
has been an easier feeling in the mar- 
ket for linseed oil during the week, 
due in great measure to the arrival of 
Argentine seed at New York and to 
the reports that receipts might be ex- 
pected at regular intervals for the 
next few months. As this seed is ob- 
tainable considerably under the values 
quoted for domestic seed the in- 
fluence of these shipments is apparent. 
Values for oil, however, are not suf- 
fering any radical decline, as the 
lower priced seed is offset to a cer- 
tain extent by the loss in values for 
cake and meal. Sales of other vege- 
table oils have been reported recently 
with the paint and varnish trades as 
buyers. The lead and zinc pigments 
are holding steady in price and are 
moving freely into consumption. Dry 
colors are about as last reported, with 
a tendency to advance in certain 
cases owing to advances in producing 
costs. Spirits of turpentine became 
more active this week and this was 
true not only of the local market, but 
from reports in Southern markets ex- 
port trade has increased and market 
values for this article are now on a 
higher basis. One of the unfavorable 
features of the week was a report from 
Chicago to the effect that a strike had 
been declared by painters and this in- 
volved from three to four thousand 
men. Reference to this will be found 
elsewhere in this issue. A review of 
the linseed oil and naval stores mar- 
kets will be found on pages 21 and 23, 
respectively. On page 12 there is a 
complete report on the flaxseed situa- 
tion. A report on alcohol will be found 
under the drug market. Comment on 
the important items in the paint trade 
follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND 


PIG LEAD.--The price of pig lead 
was again advanced this week, as 
leading sellers reported a rise of $1 
per ton on April 1. This makes the 
quotation at New York 4.20c. per 
pound. At St. Louis the market is 
quoted at 4.12%c., and sales have been 
made at that level. 

WHITE LEAD (RASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—AIll the lead pigments are hold- 
ing a firm course, owing to the 
strength in the metal market. Con- 
suming demand also helps to create a 
feeling of security among sellers, for 
some reports indicate a better call for 
supplies than was the case last year, 
and the record of sales for the past six 
or seven weeks has been very satis- 
factory. These reports say that while 
some of the industrial trades are not 
in a normal position such can not be 
said of the paint trade as measured 
by its demand for basic carbonate. In 
addition to a seasonable call for deliv- 
ery against old orders there is 2 good 
volume of new business, both for dry 
white lead and for the product ground 
in oil. Market prices for dry basic 
carbonate are repeated at 514c. per 
pound for large lots and with cor- 
responding premiums for smaller 
amounts. White lead in oil is held at 
6%c. per pound for buyers who take 
twelve tons or more in the course of a 
year. There is a good export demand 
for white lead also. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—Withdrawals against old contracts 
are taking fairly large amounts of 
basic sulphate into consumption, and 
new business is coming to hand in a 
normal way and sellers report a steady 
market, both in price and in move- 
ment to consumers. The course of 
prices is largely regulated by the val- 
ues quoted for the metal, and, as the 
latter has been very firm in recent 
weeks, the same is true of the pig- 
ment. There was no change of im- 
portance during the week, and round 
lots are still offered at 5c. per pound, 
with a good call for jovbing quantities 
at 54c. per pound. 

RED LEAD.—Red lead in oil is be- 
ing pushed by different sellers and the 
movement into consun:ing channels 
shows that th’s material is meeting 
with favor from buyers. Prices are 
firmly held, with round lots available 
at 7c. per pound and smaller amounts 
depending upon quantity. Dry red 
lead is without special feature, but is 
selling in a normal way, and recent 
advances in selling prices are being 
adhered to in making sales. Quota- 
tions are on a basis of 6c. per pound, 
and there does not! seem to be the dif-

ferential between sellers 
merly a feature of the market. 

LITHARGE.—Bids were opened on 
March 30 for supplies for the Navy 
Department, and included 2,000 pounds 
of litharge, dry. The low bid was on 
a basis of 6c. per pound and delivery 
at Brooklyn was called for. The mar- 
ket for litharge is holding steady, with 
nothing to distinguish trading. De- 
mand is about of seasonable volume, 
though some of the consuming trades 
are not very active just now. Market 
quotations are held at 54c. per pound 
for large amounts, and smaller 
amounts are higher accordingly. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There is still 
a difference in prices, according to 
seller, and this is about the only fea- 
ture of the market. Consuming de- 
mand is very quiet, with buyers cov- 
ered for present needs. The strong po- 
sition of the metal keeps values on a 
firm basis, but 74c. per pound is still 
the asking price of certain manufac- 
turers, and others are holding out for 
a full cent per pound higher. 

SPELTER.—Spelter is quoted 
9.624%c. per pound for prompt ship- 
ment at New York. The price at St. 
Louis is 9.25@9.37'4c. Trading has 
been rather quiet and consumers have 
been reluctant to pay the prices asked. 

ZINCS.—The high prices quoted for 
spelter keep zinc on a firm basis, and 
former quotations are being main- 
tained. There is a good call for zinc 
against old orders, and new accounts 
are seasonable. Both the paint and 
rubber trades are normal buyers. 
Market prices remain at 5'%c. per 
pound for domestic for large lots, while 
the French process zincs are quoted at 
10%c. for red seal, 10%c. for green seal, 
and 11%c. for white seal. 

DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 

The Navy Department opened bids 
on Tuesday calling for 3,000 pounds of 
lampblack for Mare Island. The low 
bid was on a basis of 104c. per pound. 
A fair demand is reported by sellers 
in the local market for all grades of 
blacks, with none of the selections in 
an especial active demand. Values are 
well maintained and are held at:— 
Bone, granulated, 24%4@5c.; ivory, 8@ 
j2c.; lampblack, 3%@7c.; carbon gas, 
4@6c.; mineral black, $18@25 per ton. 

BLUES. 

Some of the selections of this mar- 
ket were higher in price this week. 
Among these mention may be made of 
soluble blue, which was in fair de- 
mand from several consuming trades. 
Sales were said to have been made at 
55c. per pound for small lots, and the 
inside price is quoted at 50c. per pound. 
All the cyanide blues are firm, as the 
cost of raw materials is higher than 
usual. Yellow prussiate of potash is 
one of the items which affects the 
market price of the cyanide blues, and 
the inside price for prussiate is re- 
ported at 4lc. per pound, against a 
normal value of around 13c. per pound. 
This shows why the finished colors are 
selling at high levels. Ultramarine 
blue is holding steady, and former 
range of prices are maintained at 4@ 
15ec. per pound. In addition to demand 
from the paint trade, there is a good 
call for ultramarine from the paper 
trade.

Fertilizer Rates Suspended. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 2, 1915. 

An order has been issued by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission suspending 
the proposed increase in rates om fertili- 
zer between South Atlantic ports. These 
rates were sought to be increased by the 
carriers in that region, and pending an 
investigation the commission orders that 
the rates do not become effective. 

The commission has also given notice 
that applications made by railroads in- 
volving the carriage of petroleum and 
products between Alton and Wood River, 
Tll., and Western points, wherein it is 
proposed to apply these rates without 
observing the long and short haul clause 
that this is temporarliy allowed without 
approving the rates sought to be made 
effective thereby.

Efforts to Relieve Potash Stringency. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 2, 1915. 

The situation with respect to potash im- 
ports from Germany continues without 
change. The State Department officials 
are not advised as to any relaxation of 
the order in council issued by the British 
Government intended to stop all exports 
out of Germany to any country as well 
as imports to that empire. Efforts have 
been made and are being continued by 
this government to induce Great Britain 
to allow all potash exports which were 
contracted for before March 1 to be re- 
leased for shipment to the United States. 
It is not yet known whether any success 
will attend these efforts. 

In the meanwhile a review of the situa- 
tion as to German potash has just been 
received at the department from Consul- 
General Lay at Berlin, under date of 
March 10. This report calls attention to 
the order of the German Government, un- 
der date of January 29, 1915, forbidding 
exports of potash, but attention is called 
to deliveries for domestic and foreign 
consumption during 1915. These various

Notice is made of the fact that the 


total amount of potash that may be de- 
livered for domestic and foreign consump- 
tion during the present year is 948,800 
metric tons, compared with 1,166,600 met- 
ric tons for 1914. Reference is made in 
the report to the efforts that have been 
made by the potash syndicate to obtain 
some feasible scheme for denaturizing 
potash salts so that the embargo may be 
removed. No developments of these plans 
are noted. In concluding this report, the 
following comments are made:—‘‘When 
the potash syndicate became convinced a 
few weeks ago that the embargo would 
not be removed it petitioned the govern- 
ment to raise the selling price for domes- 
tic deliveries, which was fixed in the pot- 
ash law of May 25, 1910. The causes that 
led to this petition were the cutting off 
of foreign exportation, the high cost of 
labor, and the decreased production. If 


the present scarcity of Chile saltpeter, 
Florida rock phosphates and other for- 
eign fertilizers continues, the domestic 


demand for agricultural purposes is ex- 
pected to increase, although this increase 
will be comparatively small and will not 
compensate the producers for the discon- 
tinuance of the foreign shipments that 
are so significant in the German potash 
trade in normal times.”

The principal 
depressing factor in the market at the moment 
is the lack of demand large enough to rid the 
market of the large stock now held here, and 
which is growing larger daily. Trading in the 
future markets was chiefly professional in 
character. The run of hogs was moderate, but 
compared well with last year’s arrivals. 
Stronger prices ruled in the market at the 
yards on several days of the week, and this 
had a rather firming influence in the lard mar- 
ket at times. Not only is the domestic in- 
quiry of a tame character, but exporters are 
giving the market less attention than here- 
tofore. There was a falling off in the export 
movement of lard from the United States dur- 
ing the past week, clearances being reported at 
9,546,000 pounds, compared with 13,116,000 
pounds the previous week and 10,653,000 pounds 
for a corresponding period in 1914. Profes- 
sionals gave the May and July futures equal 
attention. The former month closed the week 
at $10.005, while the July rested at the close 
of the period at $10.321%%. These prices com- 
pared with $10.22% and $10.50, respectively, 
as closing rates of the previous week, and show 
a loss of 17 The cash market continues 
to follow the speculative prices rather closely. 
Demand for cash lard came mainly from the 
larger warehousemen, who will take this com- 
modity and sell for forward delivery in order 
to secure the handsome carrying charge obtain- 
able. The action of the grain markets had 
some effect on lard and other provision values 
at times, but it was not prominent enough to 
attract a great deal of attention. Round lots 
of prime steam lard finished the week at $9.65, 
or 40c. under the May option.

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COCOANUT OIL.—While the under- 
tene of the market was not so firm, 
price c hanges were narrow and un- 
important.

The extreme spot 
range for the week was from 45%c. a 
gallon to 47\%c., the close being at the 
maximum and representing a net gain 
of 1%c. a gallon. Dealers state that 
buyers are showing more confidence 
in the situation and are increasing 
their orders, the exchange of hundred 
barrel lots being quite liberal for the 
period under review. The close of the 
naval stores year finds the visible sup- 
ply below that of last year, although 
receipts at Savannah were about 30 
per cent. less than in 1914. Well posted 
authorities place the average produc- 
tion for all producing sections about 
20 per cent. below that of the previ- 
year. Turpentine shipments for 
week at Savannah were 7,177 bar- 
Receipts were 290 barrels. Stocks 
were 22,339, against 29,337 
for the previous week, and 
11,935 barrels last year at this time. 
At Wilmington the market closed 
steady at 44c. Supplies in London on 
March 13 were 17,235 barrels, against 
47,125 in 1914, and 40,967 in 1913 for 
equal dates. The following table 
shows the range of prices for spirits 
of turpentine in the local market for 
each day during the past week.

John J. MecGinnity, president of Mc- 
Phee & McGinnity, paint dealers, of 
Denver, Colo., died March 28 at his 
home in that city after a short illness. 
He was 64 years of age and unmar- 
ried. He went to Denver in 1871 from 
his home in Darlington, Wis., and in 
1879 entered into partnership with 
Charles D. McPhee. With the incor- 
poration of the business in 1903 Mr. 
McGinnity became president, holding 
the office until his death. Mr. McGin- 
nity was permanently identified with 
the Colorado Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club. 


Outside of the notable exceptions of 
pyrites, salt and natural gas, the pro- 
duction of minerals in all Canada in 
1914 decreased generally and consider- 
ably from the record figures for 1913. 
The number of cubic feet of natural 
gas produced shows an increase of 
about 3 per cent., with an increase of 
over 6 per cent. in value. The pyrites 
increase was about 42 per cent. There 
were also slight increases in the pro- 
duction of white arsenic, feldspar, 
ochers, phosphate and tripolite. Petro- 
leum showed a decrease of 5.8 per cent. 
in quantity, and 15.6 per cent. in value. 


The subject of lead poisoning in fac- 
tories where lead is largely utilized is 
discussed in a report issued by the 
United States Bureau of Labor, based 
upon investigations and comparisons 
of results in factories in the United 
States and in Europe. In Germany 
the rate of lead poisoning is less than 
1 per 100 employes, and in Great Brit- 
ain it is about 3 per 100. In the five 
largest factories in the United States 
the rate, based on reports known to be 
incomplete, is almost 18 per 100. The 
difference is attributed by the bureau 
to the “neglect in the United States 
of factory sanitation and of personal 
care of the men employed.” 


«The North Star Chemical Works has 
been organized at Minneapolis, Minn., 
to manufacture lanoline and its prod- 
ucts, based on an invention of James 
Baillie, a Minneaopolis chemist. His 
experiments in this field have covered 
several years, but he has concentrated 
his study of the subject as a result of 
the increasing scarcity of foreign sup- 
plies incidental to the war. The prod- 
uct is being manufactured and shipped 
in commercial quantities, Inquiries 
from European markets have been re- 
ported. Patents covering Mr. Baillie’s 
process have been applied for. Asso- 
ciated with him in the work is W. G. 
Northrop, president of the North Star 
Woolen Mills Company, and vice-pres- 
ident of the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ 
Savings Bank of Minneapolis.

Lima, O., April 2, 1915. 

About the only development work finished 
in the Lima petroleum fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana is in the Sullivan district, 
and work is growing less from day to day in 
that district. There is an abundance of pro- 
ducing territory to develop in portions of In- 
diana, but it will require an advance in price 
of oil to stir operations. The conditions in the

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GULF COAST OIL FIELDS. 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Houston, March 27, 1915. 
The month of March is closing with less 
development work going on in all the dis- 
tricts of the Gulf Coast division than there 
has been for the past six months, with the 
exception of Humble, which continues ac- 
tive, most of the drilling being in the south- 
ern extension of the field, where a deep pay 
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at 3,200 feet has been developing wells in 
the gusher class with staying qualities. The 
Farmers’ Petroleum Company’s No. 4 Ste- 
venson, which came in January 19 at 15,000 
barrels, is still making half that quantity. 
For the past 60 days the production of this 
company from the Stevenson lease averaged 
better than 10,000 barrels a day. An im- 
portant well was completed nearly a mile 
southwest of the big production on the 
Stevenson March 22 by the Producers’ Oil 
Company, It is its No. 178 Landslide, and 
it came in at the rate of 3,000 barrels a day, 
but sanded up and is now producing only 
500 barrels. This makes a lot of intervening 
territory look very promising. The J. M. 
Guffey Petroleum Company is drilling two 
tests south of the Landslide, one on the 
Wiliiams and one on the Morris. The Rotary 
Oil Company is drilling a test southeast of 
the big wells on the Stevenson and John 
O'Neil has what looks like a dry hole at 
3,400 feet on the Frosch & Yeagley tract, 
east of the Stevenson. Clark Wren et al, 
the People’s Oil Company and the J. M. 
Guffey Petroleum Company, with Blaffer & 
Farish, are al] drilling east of the big pay 
on the Stevenson. John O’Neil will start a 
test to the northwest of the Stevenson and 
Neils Esperson will drill his No. 32 Her- 
mann, his nearest well to the Stevenson, 
deeper. Between the new well on the Land- 
slide and the big production on the Steven- 
son the Humble Oil Company will drill a 
test on a _ six-acre block. The Producers’ 
Oil Company is also drilling another test 
on the Landslide, No. 179, 2,000 feet south- 
west of No. 178. Burt & Griffith, who own 
large fee interest in the Humble field, are 
drilling on the Howell 1,200 acres four miles 
south of tie new deep pay territory. In all 
there are eleven tests now drilling at Hum- 
ble for the deep pay at a cost of about $10,000 
to put down a hole. The Humble field jumped 
from 418,000 barrels in January to 728,000 
barrels in February. If it were not for the

The only variation in crude prices 
has been the decline in heavy Caddo 
oil from 45 to 35c. on March 26. 
Operations in the Eastern fields dur- 
ing the week have not reflected the in- 
fluence of the declining market for 
crude. There was a gain in comple- 
tions as well as new production. Pro- 
spective conditions are, however, none 
too hopeful for a general revival of 
drilling under the more favorable 
weather conditions. There is said to 
be less experimental work in progress 
than at any time in recent years. The 
high grade fields offer comparatively 
few prospects for successful develop- 
ments, and under the present condi- 
tion of the industry operators are not 
likely to take the long odds against 
them. The week’s summary of the 
Eastern fields shows 111 completions, 
1,435 barrels of new daily production 
and 56 dry holes, comparing with 104 
completions, 1,335 barrels of new daily 
production and 57 dry holes for the 
former week. The most creditable 
showing for the current week was in 
the Southeastern Ohio fields, especially 
in the new production comparison. 
Perry county was the scene of a 140- 
barrel well, while Washington county

contributed a 50-barrel producer. Op- 
erators in the district are hopeful of a 
new development in the Island Creek 
Township of Jefferson county. The in- 
itial well there was rated as a probable 
15-barrel producer. In West Virginia, 
Kanawha county, as usual, carried off 
the principal honors, in a well that 
was credited with 148 barrels the first 
24 hours. No other section of the State 
is apparently in this class of produc- 
ing territory. 

Little of new interest marked the 
week’s review of the Lima fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana. Work 
in the Ohio end was of a_ wholly 
desultory character. In Indiana the 
Sullivan field stands as the solitary 
new producing section, and there is 
apparently little chance for an ex- 
tension into other districts of the 
State. Slight gains are noted in the 
week’s returns from Illincis, but they 
left no featuring impression. Lawrence 
county has been the mainstay of the 
general completions and new produc- 
tion. Wildcat tests in the State have 
been subjected to further discredit, a 
venture in advance of the Carlisle pool 
of Clinton county coming in dry. 

Advices from the Gulf coast fields 
indicate a general slacking of opera- 
tions with the exception of the Humble 
field where a deep pay sand yielding 
gushing wells of good quality attracts 
keen interest. Prospects for further 
development of the producing terri- 
tory are regarded as encouraging. It 
is estimated that the production at 
Humble is capable of reaching a mill- 
ion barrels a month, if it were not for 
the shut-down agreement. Much in- 
terest is also centered in the new field 
at Thrall in Williamson county. One of 
the late completions was estimated at 
3,500 barrels a day. This field is cap- 
able of attracting widespread inter- 
est as a result of the large area of 
untested territory and the snallow 
depth at which the pay formation has 
been found. 


A more hopeful tone characterizes 
the mid-continent situation, and with 
heavy investments in Cushing produc- 
tion reported on the present market 
basis, there are believed to be chances 
for strengthening of the market. The 
Cushing output has continued on the 
decline, and daily total is placed at 
200,000 to 215,000 barrels. The pressure 
has been steadily decreasing, and no 
large producers are reported in the 
outside territory. The largest comple- 
tions of the week were two wells, with 
an initial production of 5,000 and 4,000 
barrels a day, but wells of this char- 
acter are now ‘the exception. More in- 
terest is noted in Healdton develop- 
ments, and the future of the fields 
seems to be of increasing assurance. 
There are now 285 producing wells in 
the district, with an estimated daily 
output of 70,000 barrels, which would 
make it second in daily production in 
the mid-continent field. Little activ-

Ship- 
ments from the local port from Janu- 
ary 1 to March 22 amounted to 74,952,- 
205 gallons, as against 99,283,440 gal- 
lons for the corresponding period pre- 
viously. There has been no variation 
in local jobbing quotations. The de- 
mand has been light, and at this sea- 
son there is little prospect for improve- 
ment. There has been noted within 
the last week an arrival of 277,122 gal- 
lons of refined oil from San Francisco 
via the Panama Canal. 

A general broadening of the demand 
for gasoline has been reported in the 
local trade, but the sharpness of com- 
petition does not appear to have been 
checked. There have been no new 
developments affecting quotations, but 
the conditions of trade are so peculiar 
that schedule prices cannot be relied 
upon as a definite market basis. The 
rivalry in the distributing trade is also 
reported acute, and it is related that 
one concern compounded for motor 
fuel use a product consisting of 75 per 
cent. of v. m. and p. naphtha and 25 
per cent. of the regular product bought 
from a leading refining house which 
was marketed under a_ well-known 
name. Export inquiries are reported 
active, and the movement so far this 
year continues well in excess of cor- 
responding periods last year.

Nearly all the new work that is starting in 
the West Virginia field is in the old pools 
well within defined limits, as no wil4tcatting 
to speak of is* being done in the State. Noth- 
ing but light pumpers can be expected, but 
the trade feels well satisfied to drill for a sure 
thing in the times when prices are low. The 
place that attracts most attention is in the 
Cabin Creek district of Kanawha county, but 
the finishing of wells in that development 
seems ta be slow, as a couple of wells have 
been under way for at least two months and 
still not finished. It is upon these wells that 
the trade is waiting to see what the prospects 
of a new field looks like. The well that 
started the work in the Cabin Creek district 
and owned by the Columbus Producing Com- 
pany has since campletion produced about 6,000 
barrels of oil. ‘There is a slight revival of 
work in Lincoln county, also in Doddridge 
county, although the latter development is more 
for gas than for oil.

as far as field operations in the 
California oil fields is concerned, show no im- 
portant change over the last report Produc- 
tion and consumption are slowly converging, 
but both are decreasing at a slow rate. Santa 
Maria fields show an increased activity, due 
to the receiving of State contracts for oil to be 
used on the roads by several concerns in that 
field. This is fully offset by a decrease in 
Fullerton and Whittier activities. The other 
fields remain practically tie same, with a ten- 
dency to continue shutting down. 

The fight on declaring the California oil in- 
dustry a public utility occupies the center of 
the screen at present. It seems that a ma- 
jority of the members of the independent pro- 
ducers’ agency favors the proposed law, al- 
though the indorsement of the bill by that 

ymbine was cancelled recently. This action 
was taken after a vote of indorsement at the 
rate of three to one 3ad been reached. Subse- 
quently to the taking of the ballot it was 
clearly seen that the action was not just and 
fair in a matter of that nature, it being prac 
tically a denial of natural right to advocate or 
to protest publicly on an equality. It was 
recognized that indorsement would operate to 
more than credit the proponents of the public 
utility proposal and to more than discredit its 
opponents. The indorsement, therefore, was 
withdrawn. It would be impossible to say 
which faction appears to have the most mem- 
bers. Taose favoring the bill’s adoption are 
making the biggest noise just at present. 
They will have an exceedingly hard time in 
passing the bill if it does pass. 

The merger of the Union Oil Company, Gen- 
eral Petroleum, California Petroleum and the 
members of the Independent Producers’ 
Agency, which plans are now under way, 
promises to be a much more gigantic deal than 
formerly supposed, in that the oil territory in 
Mexico belonging to the General Petroleum 
will in all probability be brought into the 
deal. The General Petroleum is the owner of 
1,000 acres of oil territory near Tampico, 
wiich fact gives the heretofore coast deal an 
importance continentally and internationally. 
With lands on the Gulf of Mexico, however 
small in extent to begin with, the possibili- 
ties of the future loom up very big. Mexico 
is certain to be California's chief competitor 
in many markets. It has always been a ques- 
tion under mucn discussion whether or not 
California had the ability to do any substantial 
business on the Atlantic coast or in Europe 
as against Mexican competition. With lands 
in the Mexican fields the proposed combine can 
meet Mexico on its own ground, 

A noteworthy event during the past week 
was tie quitting of the famous Miocene gush- 
er, whether temporarily cr permanently it is 
impossible to tell. For three years it has pro- 
duced steadily, and for many months flowed 
at the rate of 3,.00 barrels per day. It came 
in as a 10,000-barrel gusher. The preliminary 
work of cleaning out the well preparatory to 
making an effort to put it in production again 
is now under way.

One idea of the lack of production around 
Kern River and Midway can be drawn when it 
is claimed that the Standard Oil Company's big 
pipe line system from Midway and Kern River 
to Point Richmend—two eight-inch lines and 
one twelve-inch—has been operating at less 
than half capacity. Taese lines can move 
about 4,500 barrels an hour of Midway oil. At 
present about 2,000 barrels an hour are being 
transported. Iexcept once in about two or 
three months it's all Midway and McKittrick 
oil that is pumped. Kern River oil is more 
difficult to handle, the gravity being much 
less. This oil is transported in blocks of 
about 100,000 barrels each, and when shipped 
is the only product sent through the two 
eight-inca lines. 


Casinghead Gasoline Output. 


The casinghead gasoline 
seem to have been affected 
degree on account of the 
other hand, the output has steadily increased. 
The present daily average shows a total of 
nearly 27,000 gallons a day, a gain of over 
4,u00 gallons in the past six or seven months. 
Two new plants have been added since last 
suinmer, namely, the Midway Gasoline Com- 
pany at Taft and the Ranc»o La Brea in 
the Salt Lake field. Taese, with enlarge- 
ments at the older compressors, have been 
principally responsible for the increase in pro- 
duction. In fact, the output of some of the 
other plants has dropped. 

Additions that have been made recently in- 
clude the installation of another engine on the 
Union Oil's Santa Maria plant, which has in- 
creased its capacity 1,500 gallons daily. The 
Purity Gasoline Company, in the same field, 
has installed macainery that has increased its 
capacity 300 gallons daily. The Union is also 
constructing a new plant in the Olinda field. 
The Rice Ranch Company has enlarged its 
capacity within the past few months.

BRIGHTER TONE TO MID-CONTI- 
NENT PETROLEUM SITUATION. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 

Kan., March 30, 1915. 
The bright days of spring bring a feeling of 

optimism. And it is probably true conditions 

are improving. At any rate, the price remains 
steady at 40 cents for crude and the price of

up of quotations. It now begins to look as if 
the price would not go any lower on crude. 

The fact that the Standard Oil Company is 

making heavy investments in production at 

Cushing on the present 40-cent market seems 

to indicate the company does not expect the 

price to go any lower. It is reported today the 

Carter Oil Company, which is a branch of the 

Standard, has purchased the producing proper- 

ties of the Leschen people of St. Louis. The 

sale is said to include the production at Ponca 

City, a fine lease in the river bed at Cushing, 

and other production scattered over the field, 

and also the company’s two refineries, one 
located at Cleveland, Okla., and the other at 

East St. Louis. The output at Cushing is 

steadily dropping, and there is no apparent 

rush of new work. In spite of the large 
amount of wildcatting done the past year no 
new pools are being discovered, and the output 
of all the old pools is declining fast. It is 
pointed out that had it not been for Cushing 
there would today be an alarming shortage of 
crude in this field, and the history of oil is that 
prolific pools like the Cushing go off fast when 
they start on the toboggan The production of 
the field in spite of the vast amount of 
drilling the past two years has not increased, 
outside of Cushing, in proportion to the in- 
crease in consumption of refined products, and 
it is argued by students of petroleum that 
unless some new fields are found there will be 

a marked change in conditions in a few 

months. The production of Eastern fields is 

declining, European fields are at a standstill 
as a result of the war, and everything thus 
favors a better condition here The Standard 

Oil Company is increasing its capac in all 

of its refineries, the independents are increas- 

ing their output and every one seems to be 
anticipating a new turn of affairs. And yet 
independent refiners are not looking for much 
better prices this spring. With the return of 
warm motor days the demand for gasoline has 
quickened, and the writer will not be surprised 
to see all surplus gasoline in this field ex- 
hausted by July. If this happens there may 
be a shortage before the summer is over. Still, 
no one knows how much the Standard can 
make by its new motor spirits process. Several 
of the plants in this field are already running 
full blast. The new refinery at Gainesville, 

Tex., will have a still capacity of 7,500 bar- 

rels a day. A new plant with a still capacity 

of 400 barrels a day is to be built at once 
at St. Joseph, Mo. The Export Oil Corpora- 
tion yesterday turned down a cargo of kero- 
sene and gasoline for Europe because of in- 
ability to fill the order as required.

A large part of the output has al- 
ready been contracted to the Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company. 

The Ardmore Refinery, owned by the 
Chelsea refinery people, is again running on 
regular time and turning out a fine grade 
of fuel oil. It is also making some ship- 
ments of gasoline. 

It is apparent a new gas district has been 
discovered near Kingston, in Marshall coun- 
ty, Southern Oklahoma. One well has been 
drilled with a capacity of 3,000,000 feet a 
day, and another with a capacity of 5,000,000 
feet a day. The sand is encountered at about 
1,400 feet. Several years ago a number of 
wells were drilled near Madill in what be- 
eame known as the Arbuckle pool. These 
wells were of shallow depth and created a 
great deal of excitement at the time. Inde- 
pendent operators took up thousands of 
acres of leases. Of all the drilling done, 
however, only a few of the wells ever gave 
returns, and only a small percentage of the 
investment was recovered. Government geo- 
logical reports now state that at a depth 
of 1,700 feet at least 400 feet of Trinity sand 
should be found. It is quite likely this re- 
port will encourage a deep test in the old 
Arbuckle district. With that amount of 
sand and tle natural formation there ought 
to be good prospects of a large pool of oil 
Had the first drilling at Cushing stopped 
at the shallow sand, the great flood of oil 
of 1914 would never have been known, 

It is estimated the present production of 
natural gas in the Healdton district is 250,- 
000,000 cubic feet a day, making it one of 
the richest gas districtg ‘4 the State, but not 
yet up to either Okm @ county or Cush- 
ing. , y 

Healdton crude had 3 spurned by the 
big pipe line companies fhe Magnolia Pe- 
troleum Company had refused to buy it at 
more than 30c, a barrel and practically cut 
off its runs, until suddenly it discovered 
somebody else wanted Healdton crude, and 
then the Magnolia Petroleum Company sud- 
denly discovered it had a need for it, too;

Between Okmulgee and Muskogee. 


One of the most active districts in Okla- 
honmia continues to be that high-grade terri- 
tory between Okmulgee and Muskogee, in 
which are located the Morris, Bald Hill, 
Boynton and Muskogee pools. The Harris 
Hampton well in 6-14-16 igs estimated to be 
good for 500 barrels a day at two feet in 
the sand This is very largely speculation, 
is it has nut been drilled in and has not 
been regularly operated.

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Gasoline from Synthetic Crude Oil.

In the course of some experiments more 
than five ago, made for a totally 
different purpose than the investigation 
of the oil used, I placed a small quantity 
of a transparent yellow lubricating oil in 
a bomb-like vessel and heated it to a rel- 
atively high temperature. At the end of 
the experiment I removed the oil from 
the and was amazed to find that 
instead of bearing any resemblance to the 
oil which I had put im, it now had the 
appearance of ordinary crude oil. The 
green color by reflected light and the 
rich red-brown by transmitted light were 
so unmistakable as to at once lead to fur- 
ther investigation. I subjected the mate- 
rial to fractional distillation, and the sur- 
prise which I experienced at the appear- 
ance of the oil, changed to amazement 
when I found that it yielded, on distilla- 
tion, 15 per cent. of gasoline and 30 per 
cent. of burning oil, and that its consti- 
tution resembled crude oil quite as much 
as did its appearance. Further, the gaso- 
line and distillates which it 
yielded were of a clear water-white color, 
entirely without treatment with acid or 
alkali, and were entirely free from the 
odor familiar in ‘“‘cracked” petroleum dis- 
tillates. 

The result of this experiment was quite 
tou remarkable to be credited without 
further confirmation, and I at once filled 
the vessel with some of the same oil that 
I had used before, and again heated to 
abuut the same temperature that I had 
previously used, and for the same period 
of time. Upon opening the vessel and re- 
moving the contents I found, not the ma- 
terial resembling crude oil that I had ob- 
tained before, but apparently only the 
same oil that I had put in, somewhat 
darkened in color, but nevertheless far 
different in appearance from the material 
obtained in the previous experiment. 

Evidently some condition existed im the 
first experiment that had not existed in 
the second test, and here began a series 
of tests in which I sought by the change 
of one variable after another to arrive at 
the identical conditions which must have 
existed in the first experiment. Only the 
fact that the bottle of heavy oil used 
in the first test was still in its place, and 
the further fact that I had no crude oil 
among the materials at hand when I be- 
gan the experiment—only these facts kept 
me from believing that I had indeed made 
some mistake, and that crude oil had in 
some manner found access to my appa- 
ratus. 

After many fruitless experiments I 
learned a fact which should have been 
obvious to me from the first, but which, 
in the surprise due to the unlooked-for 
result obtained, had quite passed out of 
my mind. In my first test, the vessel 
which I used had contained but a little 
oil (about one-fourth of the volume of 
the vessel only), and in all of the other 
experiments I had filled the vessel three- 
fourths full or more, in the effort to ob- 
tain as much of a yield as possible. 

I repeated the first experiment, using 
the vessel but one-fourth full, and heat- 
ing to about the same temperature, and 
for the same time as I had done im the 
other experiments. The result was once 
more the greenish liquid so familiar to 
any one who has lived in the oil fields, 
and its. fractionation again gave 15 per 
cent. of gasoline, 30 per cent. of burning 
oil, ete.

some remarkable change 
must come about in the hydrocarbon 
molecules, when a hydrocarbon body is 
heated in a still approximately only one- 
fourth full of oil, that does not occur 
when the same hydrocarbom is heated un- 
der similar conditions, except that a 
greater proportion of the volume of the 
still or retort is filled with oil. With 
grave doubts and fears, I placed in my 
retort some kerosene. If this water-white 
material, after treatmerit, should come 
out green in color by reflected light, and 
red by transmitted light, then indeed I 
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would be convinced that I was dealing 
with a true transformation into crude oil. 
The experiment ended, I poured out from 
the vessel a liquid which resembled Penn- 
Sylvania crude oil so perfectly that when 
I placed a bottle of the new product by 


the side of a bottle of the real crude, It 
was hardly possible to say which was 
which, by appearance alone. I next 


melted some paraffin and placed it in the 
vessel, and after heating under the pre- 
scribed conditions, I poured out a thin 
fluid, suggesting crude oil in every way, 
and which on distillation gave somewhat 
over 15 per cent. of a water-white gaso- 
line, free from ‘‘cracked” odor, and other 
distillates in about the same relationship 
as in ordinary crude oil 

One after another I 
natural hydrocarbons available to me 
through this process. Vaseline, rod wax, 
gas oil, fuel oil and B. S.—all these went 
into my treating vessel, one after the 
other. They all yielded materials similar 
in appearance, odor and composition. 
From any of these materials I obtained 
a synthetic crude oil containing about 15 
per cent. of gasoline, and other distillates 
in about the same order as are found in 
typical crude oils. 

After many experiments had shown me 
the exact conditions of temperature, pres- 
sure and filling volume of my treating 
vessel which were necessary to success, 
I fondly imagined that my troubles were 
over. I did not for a moment think that 
human nature would involve greater dif- 
ficulties than had even the control of 
natural conditions. Full of enthusiasm, I 
described the results of my experiments 
to an oil man, without of course describ- 
ing the exact process, on which I had not 
yet applied for patent. He listened to me 
carefully and kindly, but his look of utter 
unbelief and incredulity was a trifle gall- 
ing to one whose life work had been de- 
voted to scientific investigations. Had I 
been a promoter, selling stock in a gold 
mine located at Hackensack, or in a dia- 
mond mine on the outskirts of Brooklyn, 
I could hardly have met with less encour- 
agement or more entire disbelief- 

To-day, when processes for increasing 
the yield of gasoline are being worked 
on by many investigators and when such 
lines of work are being encouraged and 
lavishly supported by a mumber of oil 
companies, and are being paid for in 
many cases with sums far greater than 
any probable returns, it may be hard for 
you to realize that only five years ago the 
shortest cut to suspicion and doubt, from 
your friends in the oil business, was even 
to suggest gently in ordinary conversa- 
tion that perhaps by some method it 
might be possible to increase materially 
the ordinary yield of high grade gasoline 
from crude oil. I tried it a few times, 
picking out the most kindly and genial of 
my friends in the oil refining line. They 
would look, first pityingly and then sus- 
piciously, and would say:—“‘But after you 
have gotten out the gasoline that is pres- 
ent in crude oil, how do you think that 
you are going to get any more? Don't 
you understand that when you have got- 
ten it all out why you have gotten it all? 
What is left is kerosene, gas oil or what 
mot. But it is not gasoline.”’ 

Only once did I venture mildly to pro- 
test. I suggested that possibly, since hy- 
drocarbons were all compounds of hydro- 
gen and carbon, it might be possible to 
rearrange the atoms in the molecule so 
as to obtain more gasoline. This view met 
with some recognition, and I was told 
that what [I was talking about was called 
“cracking” and that it was thoroughly 
understood by oil men, and that, further- 
more, ‘‘there was nothing in it” as far as 
making anything salable as gasoline, as 
the product would imvariably be of bad 
color and of an extremely offensive odor. 

Slowly I came to realize that the oil 


tried putting all 


industry was not yet ready for any new 
views as wholly different from the pre- 
conceived ideas as these experiments 
made necessary. So I would go back, 


for comfort, to the water-white gasoline 
of 70 degrees Bé. which I had made from 
paraffin and from kerosene, from gas oil 
and from B. S., from fuel oil and from 
rod wax, and patiently wait for the day 
when my friends in the oil business 


would realize that there were a few in- 
significant things about oil which they 
did not yet know. For their attitude I 


could hardly blame them, after all, when 
I remembered my own doubt when I had 
seen the results of my first experiments. 
They had not seen them, and therefore 
if they doubted, I could at least umder- 
stand their position, and I am hardly pre- 
pared to say that I should have been less 


doubting than they were, had the posi- 
tions been reversed. 
This paper makes public for the first 


time the results of my experiments, and 
in presenting it I wish to express my in- 
debtedness to John T. Milliken of St. 
Louis, Mo., president of the Milliken Re- 
fining Company. He was the first oil 
man whom I met who was willing to be- 
lieve that research could really add ma- 
terially to the oil man’s knowledge. He 
has generously supported the experiments 
which I am now reporting, and has sup- 
plied the financial help which alone has 
meade this paper possible to-day. 


It has long been known that under the 
influence of high temperatures hydrocar- 
bon bodies could be thermolized, or 
“cracked,” and that by this method low 
t ling bodies could be produced from 
hydrocarbons of higher gravity. Indeed, 
the commercial use of cracking distilla- 
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oil refining industry burning oil or kero- 
sene was the principal product sought 
for. The process was also invest ted 
by many able men, and 1e conditions 
under which long paraffin chains becam 
broken into two or more shorter chains, 


under the influence of high temperatures, 
were very carefully worked out, particu- 
larly as concerns commercial refining 
operations, 
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Accordingly it was only natural that, 
with the enormous increase in demand 
for gasoline during the past ten or fifteen 
years, many investigators should at- 
tempt by similar cracking methods to ob- 
tain increased yields of low boiling prod- 
ucts. When the vapor of kerosene or any 
heavier oil is passed through a red hot 
tube, for example, thermolization takes 
place, with the production of considerable 
amounts of low boiling products vapor- 
izing within the ordinary boiling point 
runge of common gasoline. In this and 
in many other similar ways attempts 
have been made, both on a laboratory 
scale and in large size commercial instal- 
lations, to prepare products capable of 
replacing gasoline. Of the dozens, or 
even hundreds, of such efforts, few have 
had even the slightest promise of success, 
due to the fact that the low boiling hy- 
drocarbons produced in the manner de- 
scribed are off color, and possess an odor 
so pronounced and disagreeable as to 
sreatly limit, if not wholly prevent, their 
sale. So acute has the demand for gaso- 


line been at times in the past ten years 
that it is not impossible that even the 
color and odor might have been over- 
looked if the process had given the large 





yields that were originally hoped for; but 


in this respect also the ordinary crack- 
ing methods have met with difficulties, 
and in general all these processes pro- 
duce considerable amounts of tar and 


coke that materially cut down their effi- 
cient y. 

When the limitations of simple crack- 
ing of hydrocarbon oils at ordinary pres- 


sures were first understood, efforts were 
made to bring about destructive distilla- 
tion under increased pressure. Results 
showing great improvement over those 


obtained by the simple cracking methods 
were given by these processes, which 
seem to have been first made use of by 
J. Young, and later developed by Dewar 
and Redwood, and others. Quite recent- 
ly improved processes of cracking distil- 
lation under increased pressures have 
been used commercially by Burton, and 
are said to have been so developed as to 
y.cid products readily salable as substi- 
tutes for gasoline. 

Efforts have not been 
prove the color and odor of 
cracked distillates produced by ordinary 
cracking distillation. Treatment with 
sulphuric acid and alkali, in the manner 
commouly used in the refining of kero- 
have the effect of improving both 
and odor to a remarkable extent, 
and by the use of sufficient acid colorless 
products without bad odor can be ob- 
tained, but only by the use of such large 
amounts of acid as to make the process 
commerciaily prohibitive, unless gasoline 
is selling at quite a high figure. By 
cracking under increased pressure the 
amount of acid required for this purifica- 
tion is very greatly reduced, and it is 
probably due to this fact that the motor 
gasoline now being so extensively devel- 
oped by Burton owes its greatest com- 
mercial possibilities. 

It will thus be seen that I cannot claim 
to be in any way a pioneer in the produc- 
tion of lighter hydrocarbons from mate- 
rials of heavier gravity. Hydrocarbons 
have been cracked and broken up into 
lighter hydrocarbons of lower boiling 
point, both experimentally and commer- 
cially, for a period of over fifty years, 
and such cracking experiments have been 
conducted both at normal pressures and 
under increased pressures. 

Other investigators have 
hydrocarbon oils within 
and have heated these 
conditions to elevated temperatures. In 
such work Engler, in particular, has 
made notable contributions to our knowl- 
edge of the behavior of hydrocarbons un- 
der high temperature and pressure. In 
these experiments it has been noted that 
the hydrocarbons have been broken down 
to lighter hydrocarbons, and that in this 
way low boiling oils could be made from 
hydrocarbons of high boiling point. Ap- 
parently, however, the remarkable influ- 
ence which is played by the ratio of the 
liquid contents of the-vessel to the total 
volume of the vessel has been either 
wholly overlooked or at least not properly 
appreciated. It has been wholly througn 
the investigation of the effects of the 
ratio of the volume of oil to the total 
volume of the vessel that I have devel- 
oped the process which I am here de- 
scribing, and which has given the re- 
markable and unexpected results already 
mentioned. I believe it is only when 
these suitable volume relationships are 
observed that we can get these results 
within a range of temperature and pres- 
sure adapted to commercial development. 

Very careful studies made in my labor- 
atory have now proved that when a hy- 
drocarbon body such as gas oil, for ex- 
ample, is heated in a vessel which is 
filled to more than one-tenth of its vol- 
ume with such oil, but such filling is less 
than one-half of the total volume of such 
vessel, and if then the vessel is so heated 
that a pressure of say 800 pounds per 
square inch exists within the vessel, a 
very remarkable and fundamental change 
occurs in the hydrocarbon filling such 
vessel. It is as though the carbon and 
hydrogen atoms were free to rearrange 
themselves, and that such rearrangement 
goes on until a more or less definite mix- 
ture of hydrocarbon remains in the ves- 
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sel. When the vessel is less than one- 
tenth filled with oil considerable ‘‘crack- 
ing’’ seems to take place and the product 
is quite inferior. When the vessel is 
much more than one-half filled with oil 
considerable “cracking’’ seems to take 
place, and the product is quite inferior. 


When the vessel is much more than one- 
half filled with oil the reaction seems to 
fail almost wholly, the amount of light 
products produced being very small. But 
when the conditions within the vessel, as 
to amount of filling, and temperature ap- 
plied, are as indicated above, the carbon 
and hydrogen atoms of the hydrocarbon 
seem to rearrange themselves to form 
crude oil and natural gas. 

In this rearrangement, not only are low 


boiling compounds produced from those 
of higher boiling point, but even the re- 
verse action takes place. In several tests 
I have tained from petroleum products 
of medium boiling point synthetic crude 
oils which contained high boiling emds, 
whose boiling point was considerably 
higher than that of any of the constitu- 


ents present in the original oil used. Ap- 
process depends upon 


parently the entire 
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certain equilibrium reactions, in’ which 
constituents of different boiling point 
tend to be present in a certain ee defi- 
nite ratio, provided the space relation- 
ship within the treating vessel is of the 
proper order. Solid paraffin, of course, 
contains no constituents that are liquid 
or gaseous at ordinary temperatures, but 
upon treatment by this process even this 
solid paraffin is resolved into synthetic 
crude oil and natural gas, and the per- 
centage of products of each definite boil- 
ing point appear to be im a definite condi- 
tion of equilibrium. If instead of start- 
ing with paraffin we go to the other ex- 
treme and start with kerosene, which is 
entirely free from heavy ends, we will 
obtain a synthetic crude oil which is 
much lighter in gravity than that pro- 
duced from paraffin, but which neverthe- 
less contains high boiling constituents 
whose boiling point exceeds by many de- 
grees the boiling point of the heaviest 
product present in the untreated kero- 
sene. Thus it will be seen that while 
this process is primarily one in which 
heavy hydrocarbons give crude oils con- 
tainiag light distillates (this being the 
main trend of the reaction), yet the proc- 
ess is so essentially one dependent upon 
equilibrium that if high boiling constit- 
uents are absent, or present in very small 
amount, the equilibrium will not be sat- 
isfied until additional amounts of these 
high boiling constituents have been pro- 
duced as the result of the reaction which 
is going on. 

A residual pressure, after cooling, al- 
Ways exists, due to the natural gas 
formed in the process, and the amount of 
this natural gas, like the amount of gas- 
oline in the synthetic crude oil, seems to 
be very constant, no matter what hydro- 
carbon is taken. It is of course evident 
to the chemist that natural gas and gas- 
oljne .contain a greater percentage of 
hydrogen than do heavier oils, and it is 
very interesting to note that when the 
charge which is placed within my treat- 
ing vessel contains a hydrocarbon de- 
ficient in hydrogen, the formation of sat- 
urated gasoline goes on just the same, 
and the synthetic crude oil produced car- 
ries a ‘“‘mud’’ consisting of the carbon 
which in the rearrangement has failed to 
find hydrogen. The gasoline produced 
from materiais even highly deficient in 
hydrogen is quite normal in color, and 
does not appear to be in any way like the 
“cracked"’ products which are produced 
by the thermolysis of oil vapors, ete. 

The following results of runs made by 
this process, in one case starting with 
solid paraffin wax, and in the other case 
with Oklahoma gas oil, will clearly illus- 


trate all the technical features of the 
method:— 

Test 1. Material used, solid white par- 
affin. Melting point, approximately 120 


degrees F. (50 degrees C.). Specific grav- 


ity, 0.925 (21.5 Bé.); 200 cc, taken. Capac- 
ity of treating vessel used, 1,10 cc. 


Heated until pressure of 800 pounds was 
indicated, then cooled. Pressure of resid- 
ual natural gas, 130 pounds. Product after 
treatment, a heavy liquid, resembling 
“Franklin heavy’’ Pennsylvania crude 
oil. Color, dark green by reflected light, 
deep red-brown by transmitted light. 
Volume of synthetic crude oil obtained as 
result of run, 30 cc. (5 cc. increase in 
volume over the amount of liquid paraffin 
started with). Specific gravity of this 
synthetic crude oil, 0.770 (51.8 Bé.). Gaso- 


line yield, om distilling this synthetic 
crude oil to 150 degrees C., 48 cc. Gaso- 
line in synthetic crude oil, 16 per cent. 


Specific gravity of this gasoline, 0.70 (70 
Bé.). Color, water-white. 


Test 2. Material used, Oklahoma gas 
oil. Specific gravity, 0.850 (34.5 Bé.); 300 
ec. taken. Capacity of treating vessel 
used, 1,100 ce. Heated until pressure or 
800 pounds was indicated, then cooled. 


Pressure of residual natural gas, 120 
pounds. Product after treatment, a liquid 
resembling Pennsylvania mixed pipe line 


crude. Color, dark green by reflected 
light, deep red-brown by transmitted 
light. Volume of synthetic crude oil ob- 


tained as result of rum, 
gravity of this synthetic crude oil, 0.831 
(38.5 Bé.). Gasoline yield on distilling 
this synthetic crude oil to 150 degrees C., 
40.8 ce. Specific gravity of this gasoline, 
0.705 (68.5 Bé.). Gasoline in the synthetic

crude oil, 13.6 per cent. Color, water- 
white. 
It is of course evident that if putting 


any hydrocarbon through the process de- 
scribed makes it into a crude oil, it ought 
to be possible to take any hydrocarbon 
and first convert it into crude oil by the 
process described, then remove the gaso- 
line, for example, or any other constitu- 
ent, from this crude oil by distillation, 
and then to subject the residue to a rep- 
etition of the process. I have done this 
many times, and have converted paraffin 
and other petroleum products almost 
wholly into gasoline and natural gas. I 
have obtained from paraffin about 70 per 
cent. of water-white gasoline, the re- 
maining 30 per cent. representing the 
natural gas formed by the repeated ac- 
tion of the process, and some free car- 
bon. From fuel oil, gas oil, vaseline and 
similar materials, I have obtained from 
50 to 70 per cent. of water-white gasoline, 
and samples of this gasoline, even after 
standing for a year or two, do not dis- 
color, nor acquire an Offensive or 
“eracked’’ odor. I wish to particularly 
note that this gasoline, even when pro- 
duced, was not treated in any way, and 
has never come in contact with either 
acid, alkali, fuller’s earth, bone black or 
other related materials. In _ brief, the 
precess which I have described produced, 
from practically any hydrocarbon, a ma- 
terial which resembles natural crude oil, 
and which gives a gasoline which ap- 
pears equal in quality and appearance to 
gasoline produced from natural crude. 
Both the crude oil produced by my proc- 
ess and the gasoline produced from its 
distillation possess an odor which is 
somewhat different from the odor of nat- 
ural crude oil and ordinary gasoline. 
This odor, while peculiar and distinctive, 
is not in the slightest like the odor of 
“cracked” products, and it is in fact a 
slightly milder and sweeter odor than 
that of ordinary oil products. Upon mix- 
ing my synthetic crude oil, or the gaso- 
line produced from it, with certain muds 
and clays, it seems to be altered, and 
the odor changes and becomes much 
more like that due to ordinary crude oil. 
Personally I am of the belief that crude 
oil in mature has in some cases been pro- 
duced by some process related to that 


which [ have here described, the effect 
of the high temperature which I use for 
a short time having in earth history been 
produced by very much lower tempera- 
tures acting through geological ages. 
believe the condition which in my retort 
is represented by about three-fourths 
open space, in nature has had its equiva- 
lent in the open space in the sand or 
other porous rock which has been the 
repository of the oil, and I believe that 
natural gas, which is so commonly asso- 
ciated with petroleum deposits, has had 
a related origin in nature to that which 
it has in the process worked out in my 
laboratory experiments. 

The study of the genesis of petroleum 
is so involved that I do mot wish these 
suggestions to be taken in any way as 
other than ideas which have forced them- 
selves on my mind after noting the very 
considerable similarity in appearance and 
constitution which exists in most of the 
petroleums of the world (except where a 
porous cover or other well recognized 
conditions have allowed the more vola- 
tile materials to vaporize, or well known 
oxidation or other phenomenon to take 
place), and it seems more than likely to 
me that any process which in the labor- 
atory will produce materials of such sim- 
ilar appearance and composition from 
raw products of the most diverse nature, 
must surely have some connection with 
the conditions which in geological time 
have similarly produced, from starting- 
out products of many different kinds, a 
material possessing such well marked 
and easily recognized characteristics as 
petroleum. 

One very interesting development In 
connection with this work has been the 
effect of small amounts of certain cataly- 
tic materials im facilitating the trans- 
formation into synthetic crude oil. The 
addition, to the oil to be treated, of even 
a very minute amount of colloidal graph- 
ite reduces materially the temperature 
aud pressure at which the process is 
operative. In one set of experiments, in 
which a given treating vessel gave syn- 
thetic crude oil at an average treating 
pressure of 80 pounds, it was found that 
the addition of a small amount of finely 
divided graphite would lower the neces- 
sary treating pressure to 750 pounds, or 
even to 700 pounds, on somewhat longer 
treatment. This seems to offer confirma- 
tion of the theory which I have ad- 
vanced, that the entire process is de- 
pendent on certain reversible reactions 
which under the described conditions 
reach an equilibrium when sufficient time 
is given. The action of finely divided 
catalytic materials in increasing the 
speed of reactions is well known, and in 
these experiments their function seems 
largely to be the increasing of the rapid- 
ity of the equilibrium reactions, so that 
the reaction goes on more nearly to com- 
pletion im the very brief time of the test. 
In my experiments our general proce- 
dure has been to heat the treating vessel 
until the desired pressure is indicated. 
when the heating is at once stopped, and 
the treating vessel cooled amd emptied. 
We have found that when, instead of 
raising the pressure to the desired treat- 
ing maximum, and instantly cooling the 
vessel, we raise to a somewhat lower 
temperature, and maintain this temper- 
ature for five or ten minutes, we get 
practically an equivalent result. Where 
a catalyst is used, as described, it is pos- 
sible to use a much lower pressure and 
still obtain a normal synthetic crude oil. 

These experiments which I have de- 
seribed have been wholly of a laboratory 
nature, and much work remains to be 
done in the application of the principles 
which have been discovered to commer- 
cial work on a large scale. While it may 
scem to many that the pressures and 
temperatures employed are so high as to 
preclude the possibilities of commercial 
work, yet I do not think this is the case. 
Processes have been developed abroad 
during the past few years in which am- 
monia is made synthetically by reactions 
requiring both higher pressures and 
higher temperatures than those which 
are made use of in my present work. As 
these ammonia researches have gone on 
from their laboratory inception to their 
commercial development upon a very ex- 
tensive and successful scale, I believe 
the present process will find similar de- 
velopment comparatively easy. The con- 
ditions necessary for successful commer- 
cial work are already well known, and 
involve mo engineering features which 
American ingenuity cannot easily pro- 
vide, and it is my hope that this process 
will be soon developed to the point where 
it will fulfill commercially the remark- 
able promise that it now seems to offer. 





Fraudulent Curative Claim Condemned 
Soothing Wine Product. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 2, 1915. 

Announcement is made by the officials 
of the Department of Agriculture of a 
proceeding resulting in condemnation of 
a product described as ‘‘Moreau’s Wine 
of Anise, children’s soothing wine,’’ The 
grounds for seizure and condemnation of 
five packages of this product were that 
excessive curative claims had been made, 
resulting in a judgment of misbranding. 
The product was found by the depart- 
mental analysis to consist of 8 per cent. 
aleohol and one-third of a grain acetate 
morphine. ‘The seizure was made at Bos- 
ton, Mass., on March 16, 1914. The of- 
ficials say regarding this seizure:— 

The misbranding of the product was al- 
leged on two major grounds, First, that 
the statements on the label regarding the 
curative and therapeutic effect of the drug 
and its ingredients were false and fraudu- 
lent: and, second, that the following words 
on the label, ‘‘Moreau’s Wine of Anise be- 
ing compounded with a pure, mild wine, is 
preferable to any soothing remedy com- 
pounded with syrup,”’ would lead the pur- 
chaser to believe that the product was @ 
wine, whereas it was not a wine. 

The condemned product was released to 
claimant, Louis J. Cote, of Berlin, New 
Hampshire, on the filing of a bond con- 
ditioned that the product should not be 
sold or disposed of in violation of the 
food and drugs law. ‘The product had 
originally been shipped from New Hamp- 
shire into Massachusetts,

the interval, as spot stocks have become 
greatly depleted and material replen- 
ishing with foréign supplies has ap- 
peared remote.

Up to 14c., and even 15c., however, are 
stil being asked by a few holders. 
Latest offers from Japan have been for 
April-May shipments via the Panama 
or Suez Canals at an equivalent of 
105%c., cost and freight.

9d., 
or 3d. below the level reached a week ago, 
while the Rio root is available at 14s., or a 
shilling lower than the figure named at the 
cloge of the previous week. 

Camphor has stiffened to the extent that the 
2\%-pound slabs of Japanese refined camphor 
have been advanced half a penny to 1s. 8%d. 
Ounce tablets of Japanese refined gum, how- 
ever, are still being offered at 1s. 9d. and 
English bells at 2s.

Peru Petroleum Refining Plant. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 2, 1915. 

Advices have been received at the Com- 
merce Department from Vancouver, B. C., 
under date of March 17, to the effect that 
the “Imperial Oil Company, which owns 
large tracts of oil producing lands in 
Peru, has installed a refinery at Ioca, a 
few miles from Vancouver, at which 
crude oil will be produced and various 
refined products distilled.’’ The plant is 
said to represent an investment of $1,- 
230,000 and consists of fifty tanks, one of 
which has a capacity of 3,000,000 gallons. 
The supply is brought from Peru in tank 
steamers having an average capacity of 
2.000,000 gallons. 


Standard Alcohol Co. Receivership. 


Francis F. White and Matthew T. 
Fleming have been appointed by the 
United States District Court at New 
York receivers of the Standard Alcohol 
Company, a $12,500,000 Maine corporation, 
with offices at 115 Broadway, New York, 
and a plant at Fullerton, La. The ap- 
pointment was the outcome of an equity 
suit begun against the company by 
Charles M. Rolker, of 126 Riverside Drive, 
who holds defaulted coupons of the con- 
cern, to the amount of $3,975. 

In the complaint it is alleged that the 
company is without funds to meet its 
obligations, and creditors are pressing 
their claims, threatening to bring suits. 
If the assets were sold now under com- 
pulsion it would be impossible to realize 
their full value, and if the company were 
to suspend business it would lose val- 
uable land rights at Fullerton. To pro- 
tect the property Mr. Rolker asked that 
receivers be appointed with permission to 
continue the business. 

FE. Wolges, president of the company, 
joined with Mr. Rolker in the application 
for the receivers, and admitted the state- 
ments in the complaint were correct. 


Free Entry of Quinine Salts into 


Venezuela. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 2, 1915. 

Writing to the Commerce Department 
from Caracas, Minister McGoodwin states 
that a Presidential decree of Venezuela, 
dated December 19, 1914, provides for the 
free admission of quinine when prepared 
as sulphate, bisulphate, hydrobromide, 
hydrochloride, bihydrochloride, valeri- 
anate or hydrochlorsulphate, in accord- 
ance with the formulas specified in the 
decree. Declarations must be made out 
in strict accordance with the names (in 
Spanish) and specified formulas. Salts 
of quinine, not included in the above list, 
shall be subject to the payment of the 
regular import duties, and may be re- 
tailed only in original packages, flasks or 
bottles. 

In order to extend the use of quinine 
and to secure a good quality at a re- 
duced price the national health office 
shall establish stores in which quinine 
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charitable institu- 
tions (public or private), the regular 
army and wholesale and retail drug 
stores may also be supplied at cost. The 
distribution and inspection of the quinine 
which is imported, distributed and sold 
for the government shall be regulated by 
the Department of the Interior.

Demand for oil was good only at in- 
tervals and for the most part condi- 
tions were quiet and trading below a 
normal basis. At the beginning of the 
year there was a strong bearish senti- 
ment among consumers because of re- 
ports that the Argentine had produced 
a crop of close to 50,000,000 bushels of 
seed, and with the unsettled conditions 
which prevailed in Europe it was ex- 
pected that large quantities of Argen- 
tine seed would be available for this 
country at low prices. This theory was 
in part correct, for Argentine seed has 
sold at comparatively low levels 
throughout the quarter in spite of the 
fact that Europe proved to be a good 
buyer, but the rapid advance in ocean 
freights brought up the cost of this 
seed, delivered at New York, and made 
it rather high, though considerably be- 
low the parity of Western seed mar- 
kets. teports of heavy rains in the 
Argentine and consequent damage to 
seed were responsible for the flurries 
in the Duluth market in January. The 
advances in March were accounted for 
in varous ways, including short cover- 
ing, small stocks yet to be marketed, 
and reports of a material shrinkage in 
the flax acreage for the coming season. 

One of the features of the quarter 
was the rather heavy purchase of Ar- 
gentine seed for this country and the 
actual arrival of some of this seed at 
the port of New York. It is expected 
that arrivals will be regular for the 
next two or three months, as consider- 
able quantities have been bought by 
American interests for April-May ship- 
ment. Another factor which has in- 
fluenced oil values was the good de- 
mand for oil cake which ruled in the 
early part of the year. While the cost 
of shipping this cake to foreign mar- 
kets was unusually high, the returns 
were far above normal, owing to the 
abnormal prices paid at foreign points. 
The New York market is almost en- 
tirely based on _ prices. prevailing 
abroad, and as different sellers had 
freight room engaged at various prices, 
the net price for cake was not the 
same to all and some sales were said 
to show a return to the seller of about 
$45 per ton. This was an outside price, 
put considerable cake was sold around 
the $40 per ton basis. During March 
demand for cake fell off and values 
rapidly declined and this was one of 
the bullish factors in the oil market 
at the end of the quarter. 


OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


Many of the vegetable oils were sub- 
jected to sharp price fluctuations on 
account of the shipping complications 
and the restriction of Great Britain 
against the exportation of oils with- 
out a license. The regulations imposed 
upon the trade are in effect that no 
oil can be shipped without first giving 
full guarantee to the British authori- 
ties that the goods will not be resold 
to the enemies of the allies. 

Cocoanut oil quotations showed little 
change throughout the quarter in spite 
of the strong foreign markets. Pro- 
duction of cocoanut oil in the United 
States (including the Philippines) has 
increased materially, and consumers 
entered contracts for this oil freely, 
especially as the asking prices were 
from one-quarter of a cent to one-half 
cent lower than the imported article. 
Ceylon mills were able to dispose of 
their output at comparatively high 
prices on an active demand from Eng- 
land, where large quantities were con- 
sumed in the manufacture of edible 
products. 

Trading in palm kernel oil was of a 
negligible volume, as only meager 
stocks were forthcoming from foreign 
sources. The English mills increased 
their output considerably, yet very lit- 
tle of this oil was exported, owing to 
the good home demand. 

The export restrictions 
English markets operated 
upon trading in palm oil. Supplies 
from Africa were suspended on ac- 
count of the shipping situation, and 
English holders offered supplies spar- 
ingly. The delay in obtaining oil cre- 
ated an abnormal situation here. In 
January Lagos palm oil was neglected 
at 7% cents per pound, while towards 
the close of the quarter spot oil was 
scarce at 12% cents per pound. The 
sensational rise and scarcity of oil vir- 
tually stopped all trading. 

Foreign markets for olive oil were 
firm with the tendency upward, due 
to the unsettled political situation in 
producing countries and the lack of 
proper transportation facilities. Trad- 
ing here was routine. Denatured oil 
sold as low as 85 cents a gallon early 
in the year, but towards the close of 
March asking prices were nearer 90 
cents. 

A decreased production and steady 
demand from refiners were the factors 
for a strengthening tendency of crude 
corn oil, advancing from $5.70 to $6.26 
per 100 pounds during the quarter.

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There has been a good export demand 
for refined oil, and with cottonseed oil 
firm sellers met with very little com- 
petition for this class of husiness. Re- 
fined corn oil closed the quarter at 
$7.25 per 100 pounds, in barrels, an ad- 
vance of about 25 points for the period 
under review. 

Rapeseed oil advanced sharply on 
lack of supplies. Dealers experienced 
much trouble in obtaining freight 
room from Hull, the principal English 
market, and, under the severity of ex- 
port restrictions, arrivals in the local 
market were subjected tu considerable 
delay. In January refined rapeseed oil 
was sold at 71 cents per gallon, while 
late in March 84 cents was paid for 
spot goods. Strong seed markets also 
strengthened the general oil situation. 

The demand for soya bean oil was 
quiet early in the year, but, with an 
advance in linseed oil, the former at- 
tracted renewed interest towards the 
close of the quarter, and the price ad- 
vanced from 5% cents per pound, spot 
delivery, to 64 cents, with the under- 
tone firm at the clos. Both paint 
manufacturers and soap makers oper- 
ated at the strengthening course of 
the market. 


ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


tendency of prices for fish oils 
was upward on light stocks at pri- 
mary centers. There was a good de- 
mand for cod oil, but trading in men- 
haden, sperm and seal oils was along 
routine lines only. The feature in ani- 
mal oils was the strong position of 
stearic acid. Price changes in lard, 
neatsfoot and tallow oiis were narrow 
and unimportant. Shipments of degras 
from abroad were so small as to create 
a serious shortage in this material 
here. o 
Stocks of cod oil at Newfoundland 
were virtually sold and the market 
ruled strong. In January there were 
sellers at 36 cents per gallon, but by 
the cluse of the quarter 45 cents was 
an inside quotation for round parcels. 
Menhaden oil prices were steady. 
The demand was quiet, but the limited 
supplies of crude carried over from the 
previous season were firmly held by 
first hands. While business was done 
on the basis of 33 cents per gallon for 
the Southern oil, the asking quotation 
at the close was 35 cents f. o. b. fac- 
tory. No herring oil was made during 
March, the season being backward. 
Great Britain prohibited the exporta- 
tion of whale oil, and, as a result, trad- 
ing in the imported article was limited. 
Domestic offerings were light, with 
prices firm. There was little if any 
change in the sperm oil situation. 
Red oil quotations were irregular. 
Stocks were ample to meet the require- 
ments of the trade and the undertone 
was barely steady. There was an active 
demand for stearic acid, both from do- 
mestic and foreign consumers, and 
prices for the No. 1 grade advanced 
from 9% cents to 11% cents per pound. 
Owing to the war, foreign competition 
has been eliminated. The trade in tal- 
low oil was featureless. Lard oil ruled 
steady in sympathy with raw mate- 
riais. Neatsfoot oil quotations held on 
an even basis, with business described 
as routine. English degras was scarce 
and prices advanced from 5 cents to a 
basis of 6% cents per pound. 


PETROLEUM. 


The only favorable development in 
the general crude petroleum situation 
during the quarter was an advance of 
five cents in the Pennsylvania and 
Kentucky oils and of ten cents in 
Corning, Ohio, oil on January 4. These 
changes were generally unexpected, as 
there had been little to encourage early 
prospects for relief from the depres- 
sion which characterized the industry 
during the greater part of last year. 
Apparently justifying the turn in the 
high-grade oils were the continued de- 
cline in their output and the main- 
tenance of their refining prestige at 
materially above the prices of the 
nearest competing oils. There was rea- 
sonable chance that the advance would 
inspire keener spirit in prospective de- 
velopment work for the extension of 
producing limits, which had been un- 
usually backward at the marked re- 
cession in crude values during 1914. 
The more hopeful expectations were 
destined to early disappointment, and 
the next few weeks brought a recur- 
rence of the disparaging influences of 
last year. The most logical reflection 
was the weakening in the regular mid- 
continent grade by fifteen cents and 
the lower Healdton product by twenty 
cents during the early part of Febru- 
ary. The oppressive output of the 
mid-continent field and the serious 
check to the export movement of re- 
fined products bore heavily upon the 
market for many of the intermediate 
oils, and during the second half of 
February were recorded declines of five 
cents in the North and South Lima 
and Wooster, Ohio; Princeton, Indiana 
and Illinois oils, and of ten cents in 
regular Indiana, De Soto, light and 
heavy Corsicana, Electra and Hen- 
rietta, Texas, and the light Caddo, 
Louisiana, grades. The Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky and Corning, Ohio, varieties 
held their own until March 15, when 
they had to yield to the unsettling con- 
ditions by a decline of five cents. Five 
days later the same oils, with the ex- 
ception of the heavy Kentucky grade, 
were subjected to a reduction of from 
three to five cents, Other changes dur- 
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ing the month comprised a 
decline in all the Caddo 
oils.

The market for the refined products 
has reflected the influence of the gen- 
eral crude unsettlement and the fur- 
ther effect of the curtailment of for- 
eign consumption. The first change 
Was a decline of one cent in the local 
gasoline schedule on January 2, which 
was directly attributed to the 
sharply intensified competition on the 
waning demand and the liberal sup- 
plies. The advance in high-grade 
Pennsylvania oils soon after the turn 
of the year had left no more than a 
sentimental effect upon the refined 
products, the export restrictions oper- 
ating with discrediting significance. 
Seizures and detention of oil tankers 
carrying refined oil to neutral coun- 
tries were occasionally reported, and 
while in practically all cases the ves- 
sels were permitted to proceed on the 
satisfaction of the authorities that 
their cargoes were genuinely declared, 
the trouble and delay experienced in 
these cases tended to involve the ex- 
port situation in increasing complica- 
tions. During the early weeks much 
difficulty was encountered in engage- 
ments of tonnage for foreign ship- 
ments, the heavy demand for war ma- 
terials, grain and cotton resulting in 
a record enhancement of rates with 
which shippers of petroleum products 
could not keep pace. The first un- 
favorable development in the export 
schedule was a decline of twenty-five 
points in illuminating oil on January 
27, and- the closing day of the quarter 
brought a further recession of fifteen 
points. In the local schedule the only 
change was a decline of one cent in 
the tank wagon basis for 150-degree 
test oil on February 5. The record of 
exports of illuminating oil from the lo- 
cal port from January 1 to March 22 
is a fair criterion of the restrictions 
incidental to the war; the total for the 
period is 74,952,205 gallons, as against 
99,283,440 gallons for the correspond- 
ing interval of last year. 

The country’s shipments of illuminat- 
ing oil for January and February 
amounted to 113,778,083 gallons, while 
for the same months in 1914 there was 
a total of 159,911,162 gallons. 

Export quotations for the naphtha 
product have remained on a nominally 
steady basis throughout the quarter, 
and in the face of the seeming diffi- 
culties confronting the general move- 
ment of the refined products for for- 
eign consumption, the urgent demand 
for motor fuel oil for war service has 
apparently resulted in means whereby 
the export obstacles have in a meas- 
ure been overcome, A significant com- 
parison is shown in the record of the 
country’s shipments of the naphthas, 
gasoline and similar products for the 
first two months of the current and 
preceding years, 35,840,159 gallons as 
against 17,403,060 gallons. The Report- 
er’s details of shipments from the local 
port bear the same favorable relation- 
ship; from January 1 to March 22 there 
were exported 24,152,140 gallons, while 
for the corresponding period of last 
year there was a total of 18,519,520 gal- 
lons. 

The market for lubricating oils was 
of a practically nominal character dur- 
ing the quarter.

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couraged a slightly more hopeful sen- 
timent, but with the reaction in crude 
values, the lubricating products again 
reflected an easier tendency. Leading 
local interests were reluctant to con- 
cede any definite revision in prices, but 
admitted that schedule quotations 
were being shaded as conditions of 
trade warranted. Competition was un- 
usually keen throughout the quarter, 
as the general demand continued ex- 
ceptionally backward. A fairly good 
volume of export business prevailed, 
although shipping conditions were 
more or less restricted. A declaration 
by Great Britain in March included 
in the contraband class. lubricants 
which had been the only exception in 
the former absolute contraband ruling 
among the mineral oils. 


PAINT MATERIALS, 


Quiet conditions prevailed in the 
market for paint materials for the first 
six weeks of the year. Building opera- 
tions were smaller than normal, some 
of the salesmen were kept off the road 
longer than usual during the holiday 
period, and collections on old accounts 
were poor. This combination of cir- 
cumstances worked against normal 
buying of paint materials. From the 
middle of February to the end of 
March business improved, and in some 
cases was better than in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. The 
market for many imporied materials 
was unsettled throughout the greater 
part of the period. This includes such 
items as zincs, lithopone, colors, ba- 
rytes and chalk. Certain materials 
used in the making of dry colors also 
have been hard to obtain, and the 
vagaries of yellow prussiate of potash 
were responsible for advances in mar- 
ket prices for cyanide blues, and at 
times the latter were nominal in price. 
The metal markets showed decided 
firmness, and advances in pig lead late 
in the quarter were followed by higher 
selling prices for most of the lead 
pigments. Dry white lead, both the 
carbonate and sulphate; red, lead and 
litharge were marked up one-quarter 
of a cent per pound. “he spelter mar- 
ket advanced more sharply than pig 
lead, and values for zine oxide, French 
process, were advanced three cents per 
pound. Lithopone likewise was af- 
fected by the rapid rise in spelter 
prices, and sellers advanced market 
prices one-half cent per pound. High 
ocean freights and scarcity of vessels 
made it difficult to bring chalk to this 
country, and English grades went up 
in price. French chalk has been out 
of the market for some months and 
there were no prices «quoted during 
the quarter. The higher prices asked 
for chalk and the scarcity of supplies 
had a strengthening effect upon whit- 
ing. Varnish gums were quiet, with 
prices rather easy for most grades, 
but the scarcity of cargo rooms trom 
shipping points was a factor late in 
the quarter, and arrivals were not up 
to expectations and caused de- 
lays in making deliveries against old 
contracts. Window glass was irregu- 
lar in price at most times, with sellers 
making their own discounts. On 
March 1 a new schedule of prices went 
into effect, but stocks were heavy and 
price-cutting remained quite common. 
In the latter part of March steps were 
taken to curtail production, and this is 
expected to prove a steadying factor 
on values. Metallic paints have moved 
in a moderate way, with market val- 
ues holding a steady basis. Imports 
of glue fell away since European mar- 
kets became upset by the war, and 
arrivals for the three months show a 
big decline as compared with the to- 
tals of a year ago. The decline in im- 
ports was not made up by an increased 
call for domestic grades, as the lat- 
ter have hardly sold up to normal 
standards.

NAVAL STORES, 


The market for spirits of turpentine 
has remained in a quiet condition dur- 
ing a greater part of the period under 
review. testricted export shipments, 
the prospect of new crop arrivals, and 
the dull inquiry for finished products 
were factors not conducive to exten- 
Sive purchases of turpentine. Prices 
have moved in an uncertain manner, 
with local competition rather keen for 
new business. The eagerness of sellers 
to secure new business has forced local 
prices below the parity prevailing in 
the South at intervals, but the general 
trend has been in sympathy with that 
of the primary market. Visible sup- 
plies on January 1 amounted to 35,737 
barrels at Savannah. These have been 
increased and decreased, according to 
receipts and shipments. At present 
the supply is 22,339 barrels, compared 
with 12,428 barrels for the correspond- 
ing date last year. The Turpentine 
Farmers’ Association is supplying 
most of the demand in the South, and 
apparently has the market well under 
control. New stock receipts are ex- 
pected by the end of April, and prices 
will then depend on consuming trade 
conditions. Well posted authorities look 
for a reduction in new output, r»amount- 
ing to 30 per cent. The market opened 
the year at forty-five and one-half 
cents a gallon, and advanced to forty- 
Seven and one-half cents before the 
end of January. During February the 
drift was downward, and at the close 
of the month sales were made at forty- 


four and one-half cents. In March

Export shipments for the 
month of January amounted to 552,015 
gallons, valued at $262,757, compared 
with 814,157 gallons, valued at $378,618, 
for the same month last year. Ex- 
ports for seven months ending with 
January were 4,651,404 gallons, valued 
at $2,190,886, compared with 12,695,871 
gallons, valued at $5,214,196, and 14,- 
844,842 gallons, valued at $6,282,032, for 
like periods in 1914 and 1913, respec- 
tively. 

Rosin prices have 
but persistently 
the beginning of the year. The 
common grade sold at $8.70 per 280- 
pound barrel in January, which proved 
to be the highest point touched during 
the first quarter. Trade conditions 
have been similar to those prevailing 
in turpentine. Competition was prob- 
ably keener as business both here and 
in the South was exceedingly dull at 
times. Toward the close, a better for- 
eign inquiry developed, and some busi- 
ness was placed. Domestic soap, pa- 
per and varnish makers have operated 
conservatively, and there was no de- 
parture from this policy until late in 
March, when the movement revealed 
moderate improvement. Closing prices 
were at or near the low levels recorded 
for the quarter. Common. strained 
rosin commanded $3.35@3.45 per barrel 
at the end of March. Fxports 
rosin commanded $3.35@3.45 per barrel 
for January amounted to 73,555 
barrels, valued at $357,809, com- 
pared with 272,784 barrels, valued at 
$1,206,871, for the same month last year. 
Exports for seven months ending Jan- 
uary 31 were 642,134 barrels, valued at 
$2,972,172, compared with 1,510,813 bar- 
rels, valued at $7,070,326, and 1,755,396 
barrels, valued at $11,459,606, for simi- 
lar periods in 1914 and 1913, respective- 
ly. Stocks of rosins at Savannah at 
the beginning of the year were 145,085 
barrels. On April first the visible sup- 
ply at Savannah was 101,619 barrels, 
compared with 113,701 barrels’ on 
March 27, 1914.

CHEMICALS. 


Advances have predominated in the 
market for chemicals during the peri- 
od under review. The embargo placed 
on muriate of potash by the German 
Government has been the prime factor 
in the establishment of higher chem- 
ical values. The pronounced scarcity 
of this great basic material has been 
reflected in the upward movement of 
caustic potash, chlorate of potash, 
oxalie acid, refined saltpeter, alum and 
various other chemicals affiliated with 
the potash processes. Domestic buy- 
ers have naturally reserved operations 
in these materials, but there has been 
a gradual depletion of local stocks and 
at intervals the markets have been 
more or less nominal. Aside from the 
potash products, there has been a 
spirited advance in caustic soda. For- 
eign buying of this chemical has been 
a feature and new channels of con- 
sumption have been opened up in Eu- 
rope, Asia, Africa and South America. 
It is stated that some 30,000 tons have 
been purchased for foreign require- 
ments during the past three weeks. 
Soda ash has not stiffened at this time 
of writing, but the tendency of prices 
is distinctly firmer, with producers 
not eager to sell. Blue vitriol and tin 
oxide have advanced sharply in sym- 
pathy with the basic metals. Chlo- 
ride of barium has fluctuated violently, 
according to the supply and demand. 
The antimony products have advanced 
on account of firmer basic markets in 
China. Acetate of lime has advanced 
on account of a heavy export demand 
for acetone. Keen competition in the 
tartar products has kept the markets 
unsettled, and these are the only im- 
portant chemicals that record an ap- 
preciable decline in values for the first 
quarter. While the home demand has 
been quiet and the general movement 
is said to average below normal, there 
has been a steady expansion in the 
foreign demand for domestic chemi- 
cals. he home outlook is uncertain, 
with the probability of consumers ad- 
hering to a conservative policy in the 
replenishment of supplies, temporarily 
at least. 

Prospects surrounding 
trade appear favorable, and it looks 
as though domestic producers will be 
called upon to satisfy important wants 
abroad, If the American products 
prove satisfactory, a permanent for- 
eign business should be _ established. 
Domestic sellers are not only convinced 
that foreign trade will improve, but 
they are confident of holding the new 
consuming channels that have been 
opened. 


FERTILIZER MATERIALS. 


Since the consumption of fertilizer 
materials is much larger in the South 
than in any other section of the coun- 
try, conditions in the ‘South are of 
paramount importance. That these 
conditions have been unfavorable is 
self evident, since the cotton market 
has held on a low basis. Ordinarily 
the period under review shows an ac- 
tive trading in materials, but this was 
not the case this year, and the season 
to date has been slow. In addition to 
the slowness of general industrial con- 
ditions, the position of some of the im- 
portant materials has not been such as 


the export 


to encourage seasonable buying. Pot- 
ash, salts have been in limited supply 
practically since the war in Burope 
broke out, but the situation took a 
decided change for the worse at the 
beginning of February, when it was 
announced that Germany had placed 
an embargo upon all shipments of pot- 
ash salts from that country. The re- 
sult was that all grades were advanced 
sharply in price, and the market con- 
sisted entirely of sales by second 
hands. The fertilizer trade was not 
an active bidder for stocks at the high 
levels, but the chemical trade was in 
the market steadily for muriate of pot- 
ash, and at the close of the quarter 
sales were made at $160 per ton, with 
still higher prices predicted for the fu- 
ture. Nitrate of soda was selling at 
very low levels during the first part 
of the quarter, but gradually in- 
creased in price. Primary markets 
have been depressed because of the 
falling off in consuming demand from 
Europe. Germany, the largest con- 
suming country, is accustomed to take 
about 900,000 tons a year, and ship- 
ments to Germany have been impossi- 
ble for several months. Stocks afloat 
when the war began were diverted 
from their original destinations, and 
most of them brought up in the United 
Kingdom, and thus caused congestion 
there. Production in Chile was cur- 
tailed, but stocks continued to accumu- 
late, and the Chilean yovernment 
finally considered a plan for advanc- 
ing money in order to keep these 
stocks from being thrown on the mar- 
ket. During March shipments were in 
excess of production, and the market 
was. steadier. High ocean freights 
played an important part with regard 
to the price for nitrate delivered in 
this country, and the advancing scale 
of prices in February and March was 
due in part to the firmer position in 
the primary market, and in part to 
the abnormal charges for transporting 
stocks. Sulphate of ammonia was de- 
pressed at the beginning of the year, 
mainly because of the poor consuming 
demand. Later on buying improved 
and values were advanced accordingly. 
Last year there was keen competition 
between English and German produc- 
ers of sulphate, and this led to low 
prices. This year the German compe- 
tition was eliminated, and when the 
buying season opened up there was a 
demand upon English sulphate from 
countries formerly supplied by Ger- 
many. Hence English sulphate showed 
a good gain in price over the quarter, 
and this was reflected in domestic 
markets since the home supply was 
sold ahead and was inadequate for all 
needs. Dried blood and tankage have 
not shown any unusual features dur- 
ing the period, and while holding fair- 
ly steady in price, show a net decline 
as compared with opening prices in 
January. Phosphate rock has been af- 
fected by the loss in export trade, and 
consuming demand has been quiet at 
al: times. Acid phosphate has been 
irregular in price, and whenever stocks 
proved excessive, holders were willing 
to cut prices in order to interest buy- 
ers. One of the interesting features 
of the market for acid phosphate was 
the report that early in January 100,000 
tons had been sold by a Southern pro- 
ducer for export. 


DYE MATERIALS. 


There has been a scarcity 
finished dyes and colors all through 
the first quarter of the year. This was 
due to the fact that these dyes come 
principally from Germany and com- 
merce with that country has been in- 
terfered with because of the war. The 
scarcity of finished dyes has had some 
effect upon raw materials. The ma- 
terials market may be subdivided ac- 
cording as the items are of foreign or 
domestic origin. The former have 
practically all advanced in price, and 
they are in the majority, as the num- 
ber of purely domestic materials is 
relatively small. One effect of the lim- 
ited offerings of manufactured dyes 
has been the increased call for the 
natural products, such as indigo, fus- 
tic, quebracho, logwood, etc. This was 
not because of any preference for the 
latter, but was the result of necessity 
arising from our dependence upon for- 
eign supplies, proof of which is found 
in the statement that our consumption 
each year of artificial dyestuffs is val- 
ued at $15,000,000, of which the home 
production amounts to but $3,000,000. 
With the offerings of manufactured 
dyes below normal and increased call 
for natural products, prices for the 
latter naturally were firmer. In the 
case of indigo, the British Government 
has become supreme, for a report came 
from London about the middle of March 
stating that in order to mitigate the 
effects of the shortage of indigo for 
dyeing purposes, and also to prevent 
any speculative holding up of natural 
indigo, the government has. acquired 
the greater part of the crop now com- 
ing forward and would conserve it for 
the use of dyers in the United King- 
dom. The domestic trade also has 
been interested in reports that the 
English government would help to 
finance a company for the develop- 
ment of the dye indusiry there. In 
this connection it is worthy of note 
that steps have been taken for the in- 
creased production of materials in this 
country, especial mention being made 
of aniline oil and salts. The latter

closed the quarter with a nominal mar- 
ket quotation of $1.60@1.80 per pound, 
against a normal level of around 10 
cents per pound, and the higher level 
was reached because no supplies were 
forthcoming from Germany, and -the 
United Kindom also had restricted 
shipments. The potash compounds, 
both prussiates and bichromate, felt 
the effects of a limited supply of pot- 
ash salts, and sellers were asking un- 
usually high prices throughout the 
period. Gambier was relatively easy 
until March, when difficulty was found 
in getting supplies to this country, and 
as spot stocks dwindled market prices 
rapidly climbed to the highest levels 
reached in a long time and block gam- 
bier was quoted at 8% cents per pound, 
whereas earlier in the period it was 
offered at 4 cents per pound. Zinc dus} 
has been produced in larger quantities 
in this country since German supplies 
became difficult to obtain, and com- 
petition among sellers kept the price 
around the 7-cent level until the rise in 
spelter prices increased producing 
costs and sellers were holding out for 
16 cents at the end of March. 


Narcotic Drug Abuses and Their Remedy 


‘(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 2, 1915 

Asserting that ‘‘the abuse of narcotic 
drugs involves economic, social, moral 
and public health questions that collec- 
tively constitute one of the most serious 
problems before the people of the United 
States today,” the officials of the Pub- 
lic Health Service have issued a general 
review of the efforts that are being made 
by Federal and State laws to restrict the 
manufacture, sale and use of Opium, 
cocoa leaves and other narcotic and 
habit-forming drugs. Among other things 
the oilicials say in this review:— 

In New York and several other States drug 
addiction is regarded as a disease, and these 
States have provided a systematic treatment 
for those addicted to the use of drugs, while in 
Michigan such a person may be adjudged in- 
competent and a guardian appointed. A law 
recently enacted in Tennessee permits the sale 
of narcotics to drug addicts registered according 
to the law. Similar laws exist in other States, 
but the New York law for treatment of drug 
addicts is considered the better measure. 

The principal shortcomings of the present 
laws are that no method of enforcement is 
outlined and no specific appropriations are 
made for their enforcement, 

In order to bring about a uniformity in the 
enactment and enforcement of anti-narcotic 
laws, those who are interested in the subject 
should make a careful comparative study of 
the existing laws to determine the reasons 
for the inadequacy ef these laws. Statistics 
should be compiled showing the nature and ex- 
tent of the use of habit-forming drugs, and 
earnest efforts should be made to secure wuni- 
form legislation which will prevent the misuse 
of such drugs, 

The solution 
well worth the thought, 
quired, and all who are interested in the 
welfare of the American people should give 
their support to the new Federal anti-narcotic 
law, which aims to reduce the number of drug 
addicts and to remove the temptation from 
others.

Aside from a further increase in the 
demand and continued advances in 
prices for carbolic acid and all the 
phenol derivatives as well for the 
benzoates and other coal-tar products, 
which have been in even scantier sup- 
ply than hitherto, there have been few 
new developments in the drug market 
within the week worthy of special 
comment. Buying by domestic con- 
sumers has been limited, as hereto- 
fore this year, to comparatively small 
quantities urgently needed to meet re- 
quirements within the immediate fu- 
ture, but purchasng by foreign con- 
sumers has again been very active in 
the groups of narcotics, anaesthetics, 
anodynes and disinfectants and fairly 
extensive in such high explosive ma- 
terials as picric acid. 

Opium has been in such relatively 
large supply and in light demand, ex- 
cept for export, as to induce New 
York operators to consider the ad- 
visability of making concessions of 10c., 
and a few of the leading handlers of 
this narcotic have intimated plainly 
that they will shade their asking fig- 
ures to this extent on the proffer of a 
good-sized order for the gum. 

In the passage by the New York 
State Assembly of a compromise nar- 
cotic dealers’ and dispensers’ registra- 
tion and sales recording bill, with 
which it is hoped to make the State 
law on this subject conform to th: 
Harrison law, it is believed that con- 
siderable progress toward unifying the 
State statutes and the I*ederal opium- 
cocaine law has been made by the 
pharmacists of this State and the anti 
narcotic leagues and organizations 
which are earnestly endeavoring to re- 
strict the traffic in these drugs. 

Additional advances have been made 
in prices for such coal-tar products as 
antipyrine, acetanilid, cresol, hydro- 
quinone, salicylic acid, salicylate of 
soda, picric acid, cresylic acid, methy! 
salicylate and naphthaline, and a cu- 
rious factor has recently been intro- 
duced into the market for these articles 
by the insistence of many importers 
and domestic manufacturers that the 
purchasers shall sign contracts guar- 
anteeing that the are intended 
solely for home consumption and are 
not to leave this country. Lower 
prices are named for goods which are 
thus taken for strictly home use than 
are asked and obtained for those 
which are known to be bought for ex- 
port. 

Among the other advances which 
have been made in prices have been 
these for all the bromide preparations, 
Porto Rico bay rum, strontia nitrate, 
balsam Peru, prickly ash berries, tech- 
nical cassia oil, Ceylon citronella oil, 
clove oil, Baltimore wormseed oil, 
Spanish saffron flowers, amber sorts of 
gum arabic, French marjoram, 
Tinnevelly senna leaves, Cartagena 
ipecac root, bleached cardamoms and 
Zanzibar cloves. 

Concessions and declines, outside of 
the further weakening of opium, have 
been recorded in the bulk basis of 
cocoa butter, nitrate of silver, benzoate 
Canada fir balsam, balsam 
oil, Turkish geranium 
bitter orange oil, Jap- 
anese refined camphor, long buchu 
leaves, gentian root, Mexican sarsa- 
parilla root, Morocco cumin seed, Bari 
and Sicily brown and yellow, German 
mustard seed and Japan wax.

LONDON COCOA BUTTER AUCTION. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
London, March 9, 1915. 

At one of the periodical cocoa butter auc- 
tions, held today, 200 cases of Geo. Payne & 
o.’s make were offered and sold at 1s. 3544d.@ 
ls. 444d, per pound. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Though Norwe- 
gian refiners have modified their views 
slightly of late, as the takings of Ger- 
many have appeared to diminish tem- 
porarily, New York handlers of this oil 
have become much more ready sellers 
of spot lots at $39, and even at $38.50 
per barrel. In some quarters, more- 
over, it is intimated that moderate- 
sized lots might be obtained at $38. 
The Norwegian refiners still advance 
as a reason for their comparatively 
firm views the fact ‘that the catch and 
oil yield so far this season is consider- 
ably below that for the corresponding 
period of last year, and that the out- 
look for the production throughout the 
remainder of the season is still dark- 
ened by the presence of Russian seals 
in large numbers off the Lofoten Is- 
lands and at Finmarken, and by the 
fear of floating mines in the North 
Sea, which continue to circumscribe 
fishing operations far from land. The 
oil yield to date has reached only 32,- 
400 hectoliters, according to latest ad- 
vices from Norway, as compared with 
34,600 hectoliters for the similar pe- 
riod of last year, with 15,000 hectoliters 
for ‘the corresponding time in 1913, with 
2,000 hectoliters for the similar period 
of 1912 and with 20,000 hectoliters for 
the same time in 1911. Fishing opera- 
tions have been temporarily suspended, 
in view of the Easter season, and will 
not be resumed for at least a week, 
when the Finmarken season will open. 
Exports of the oil from Norway to 
date have been abnormally large, in 
consequence of Germany’s’ gigantic 
takings, amounting so far this season 
to 40,000 barrels. Latest arrivals at 
the local port have included 50 cases 
from Christiania. 

COUMARIN.—Although a majority 
of local holders of this comparatively 
precious article are still asking a 
minimum of $4.55 and are occasionally 
naming up to $5.50 and even $5.55 for 
their goods, a few small lots of this 
commodity are still available here at

Cc RESOL. —In 
growing scarcity of 
phenol derivatives, prices for this ar- 
ticle have been raised of late to a 
minimum of $1.40 for the U. 8S. P. va- 
riety, while up to $1.50 is being asked 
for it in some quarters. 

FUSEL OIL.—A steadily 
demand for this oil is noted, but the 
output of domestic distillers now ap- 
pears more nearly commensurate with 
the current consumption and no fur- 
ther advances in prices have there- 
fore been made of late. Domestic dis- 
tillers are still asking for their crude 
oil $2.25@2.30, according to amylic al- 
cohol content, and for their refined 
oil, $2.85@3 and for their amyl acetate, 
$2.65. Offers of foreign oil still fail to 
elicit more than passing interest on the 
part of consumers, because of the gen- 
eral realization of the difficulties and 
exceedingly high freight and war risk 
rates attaching to efforts to ship these 
gocds from Russia or Germany. 

GLYCERINE.—As the demand for 
this commodity has fallen to small pro- 
portions of late, in the face of exceed- 
ingly heavy arrivals of goods hitherto 
long held up abroad, domestic refiners 
are still generally offering their output 
on a basis of 20c. for chemically pure 
in drums and at 2lc. for this descrip- 
tion in cans, while occasionally offering 
to shade these figures to the extent of 
a quarter cent. The dynamite grade is 
still being quoted at 18144@19c. without 
drawing out any noteworthy inquiry, 
and the crude grades continue to be 
offered freely at 124@12%c. for the 
soap lye grade and 13%@l4c. for the 
saponification grade, naked.

HYDROQUINONE.—In view of the 
great scarcity of aniline products and 
the increasing difficulties attending all 
efforts to make this article here, do- 
mestic manufacturers and importers 
have been impelled to raise their 
prices 25c. further to a minimum of 
$1.50, while in at least one instance 
$1.75 is being asked. 

MENTHOL.—Though a 
this article was obtained 
week at $2.85, a majority of local 
importers and other handlers of this 
commodity continue to ask $2.90 for 
case lots of their holdings, and a fair- 
ly firm undertone pervades the mar- 
ket in consequence of the maintenance 
of asking figures for this and other 
Japanese goods at relatively high 
levels, because of the recently in- 
creased ocean freight rates, via the 
Panama as well as the Suez canals. 
Latest offers of leadine brands for 
May-June shipments via the Pacific 
have been made at an equiva- 
lent of $2.35, cost and freight, and 
latest offers of new crop goods, for 
September - October-November ship- 
ments, the same way, have also been 
made at substantially the same figure. 
In broken lots this article is com- 
manding $3 in the local market. The 
sale of $2.85 referred to at the begin- 
ning of this paragraph involved the 
changing hands of forty cases at that 
figure, on a spot cash basis. Later 
fiftv Cu were sold, however, at 
$2.90. 

MERCURIAL OINTMENT. — Al- 
thoug one manufacturer has raised his 
prices for this soft mercurial prepara- 
tion to the extent of 16c., all the other 
makers continue to offer it at hitherto- 
prevailing figures, including 52c. for 
the one-third mercury and 62c. for the 
one-half mercury descriptions, 

NAPHTHALINE., After having 
been absorbed in relatively large quan- 
tities at the outset of the week, spot 
stocks of these coal-tar products have 
become scanty as to be far below 
current requirements, which are grow- 
ing daily, as usual, at this season of 
the year. In view of this scarcity, 
therefore, local holders have raised 
their prices a half cent to a minimum 
ot 4%c., while asking up to 5c. in some 
instances for both balls and flakes. 
Several sales have already been made 
at 4%c. Latest arrivals at the local 
port have included 9 casks from Lon- 
don.

General developments have 
turbed the even course of the market, 
which has been of rather a holiday 
character. The declaration of clearance 
of several vessels from Calcutta has 
afforded a slight measure of relief in 
the shipping situation, but there are 
stil! elements of uncertainty and risk 
to upset the normal calculations of the 
importing trade. It was stated that 
some shippers were more concerned 
over possible complications by way of 
the Suez Canal, and in late offers were 
reserving the option of shipping via 
the Pacific and Panama Canal. The 
announcement that the steamers Ka- 
binga and Queen Amelia had been re- 
quisitioned for British war service has 
been modified to the extent that only 
the Kabinga has been withdrawn.

CAMPHOR.—Although most of the 
sizes of Japanese refined gums have 
become still scarcer of late, and prices 
have therefore been strongly main- 
tained for all the tablets, spot stocks 
of the two-and-a-half-pound slabs 
have become sufficiently heavy to 
cause some price cutting, and offers 
of this description are now beinz made 
by local importers at 39c. instead of 
at 40c. and 40%c., as hitherto.

Caustic soda has been the paramount 
feature in the local chemical market 
during the past week. The continu- 
ance of export inquiries has put the 
domestic producer on the defensive, 
something rather unknown in _ this 
market. It is stated that the drain on 
domestic producers has been sufficient- 
ly great to assimilate all accumulat- 
tions, and that an actual scarcity is 
confronting the market. Dealers show 
some hesitancy in naming prices, 
the demand is almost entirely for near- 
by shipments, and output is well sold 
ahead at the present time. Under 
such conditions prices have naturally 
hardened, and the market closed high- 
er and in a very firm position. Soda 
ash is gradually firming up, although 
the big makers have not deemed it 
wise to advance quotations to date. It 
is the general opinion that the caustic 
soda demand will shift to soda ash if 
the former market becomes much high- 
er. There has been little appreciable 
change in the potash products. Caus- 
tic potash is scarce on spot, and 
prices are steady. Chlorate of potash 
is higher, and a firm tone characterizes 
the different grades of carbonate of 
potash. The scarcity of local hold- 
ings in oxalic acid has resulted in 
highe: spot prices. Refined saltpeter 
has been advanced in sympathy with 
nitrate of soda and muriate of potash. 
The continuance of demand from ex- 
port sources for acetone has resulted 
in an advance in prices for acetate of 
lime. Acetic acid is higher under the 
strengthening influence of lime. Blue 
vitriol has advanced on account of 
firmer metal prices. Tartaric acid is 
higher, with spot offerings more lim- 
ited. Carbon tetrachloride has been 
advanced to 15c. a pound in drums, ow- 
ing to a shortage of local supplies. 
White granular sal ammoniac is strong 
under an improved export demand. Be- 
low is a detailed market report of the 
principal items of chemical interest, 
also a summary of the London, Liver- 
pool, Holland and Philadelphia chem- 
ical markets. 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—There 
is no change in trade conditions sur- 
rounding the local market. A fair con- 
suming inquiry prevails. Small lots in 
barrel containers are prompting inter- 
est for foreign account. Dealers state 
that car lots are bringing 1c. for bulk 
and 1.10c. for kegs f. o. b. works. A 
premium of 1-5c. is exacted on all de- 
liveries in this section, the usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER. Demand 
is showing improvement, and the ten- 
dency of the market is distinctly firm- 
er. The elimination of foreign compe- 
tition has placed domestic makers in a 
more favorable position to increase 
their business, and the exchange of car 
lots is fairly active at full figures. The 
market is quoted firm at 14c. a pound 
f.o. b. works. About 400 tons a month 
have been sold for export since the be- 
ginning of the year. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The 
firmer for this chemical. It is possible 
tc place orders at former prices, but 
several dealers have advanced thei 
views and the market closed in a 
strong position. Export demand is ac- 
tive and sales have been made as high 
as 3@3'%c. a pound. It is stated that 
export sales during the last three 
weeks have aggregated 30,000 tons for 
Europe. The foreign market has been 
advancing and several revisions 
amounting to 5s. a ton have been 
made within the past few days. Some 
of the domestic sellers have disposed 
of their output for the year and are 
unable to make additional offerings. 
Contracts are quoted at 1.60@1.70c. on 
the basis of 60 per cent. for 70@76 per 
cent. and 60 per cent. at the usual lfc. 
per 100 pounds advance f. o. b. mak- 
ers’ works; less than car lots are 
quoted at 10c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
60 per cent. over car lot prices; pow- 
dered 76 per cent. is held at 24.@2c., 
according to quantity and seller. 

SALT CAKE.—A recent sale of 270 
barrels was made for Cuban consump- 
tion. Demand is rather quiet, with the 
current movement confined chiefly to 
outstanding contracts. Dealers quote 
55c. per 100 pounds for bulk shipments 
in car lots. 

SAL SODA.—Consumers are taking 
on supplies to cover seasonable re- 
quirements, and the market retains its 
usual firm postion with prices un- 
changed. Contracts are held at .60c. 
and up in barrels f. o. b. distributing 
point, less the usual discount terns. 
On spot lots of concentrated seilers 
quote on the basis of 14%c. and up, ac- 
cording to quantity, sellers and terms 
of sale.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Glass Tubing. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers overruled the protest of Eimer & 
Amend, of New York, in regard to the 
classification for duty of merchandise re- 
turned for duty as blown glass at the 
rate of # per cent. ad valorem umder 
paragraph 9s, tariff act of 1909. The im- 
porters’ claim was in effect that the 
merchandise was not ‘“‘blown glass’ and 
should have been returned as ‘‘manufac- 
tures of glass not specially provided for,’’ 
dutiable at 45 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 109. According to the decision, 
the burden of proof resting upon the 
protestants to establish that the glass is 
not blown has not been sustained. The 
witnesses for the government are. em- 
phatic in that the article in question con- 
sists of blown glass.

Saturday Noon, April 3, 1915. 


Several reports came to hand this 
week regarding the consumption of 
fertilizer in the South for this season, 
and these reports indicate a falling off 
in consumption of about 50 per cent., 
as compared with the totals consumed 
last year. This is in harmony with the 
call for raw materials so far this year, 
and the season without doubt will be 
below normal with respect to the ship- 
ping out of goods. The materials mar- 
ket was not featured especially dur- 
ing the interval There is quiet de- 
mand for dried blood and tankage, 
and, in fact, all animal ammoniates 


are moving slowly at present. Fish 
scrap has ben practically out of the 
market for some time, and it is still 


toc early for much interest to be 
shown in the coming season. Stocks 
of tankage are reported as large, and 
this is causing some concessions to be 
granted by sellers. Nitrate of soda 
has been gaining in price, and sellers 
say that prices for prompt loading in 
Chili are higher than was the case a 
short time ago, and in addition, char- 
ter rates are higher than they have 
been in years, if they are not absolute- 
ly the highest on record. Sulphate of 
ammonia is holding steady, with de- 
mand only moderate, and stocks are 
held down because shipping facilities 
are unfavorable from foreign market 
and domestic supplies are well taken 
eare of. A report was current this 
week to the effect that supplies of pot- 
ash salts in the West would be placed 
on the market within a few weeks. 
This refers to deposits in the form of 
carbonate of potash, but as they are 
mixed with soda and other materials 
the market value is hard to estimate. 
The scarcity of materials in some of 
the markets of Europe is causing ex- 
periments to be made in order to make 
up for the materials, which are de- 
ficient. For instance, a report comes 
from Russia stating that the shortags 
of Chili saltpeter for agricultural pur- 
poses is causing the dealers there to 
go into the question of home supply, 
which it is seriously contemplated to 
effect by using the water power that is 
abundant in some northern parts of 
the country—to follow, in fact, in the 
footsteps of Norway in respect to pro- 
ducing synthetic nitrate. For reports 
of the Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta 
fertilizer markets refer to index on 
page 23. Detailed reports on the sepa- 
rate articles of the local market fol- 
low :— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 
DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 


There was an easier tone to the mar- 
ket for tankage this week, and stocks 
are said to be rather large in the dif- 
ferent packing centers. Offers on a 
basis of $2.35 and 10 delivery at Chi- 
cago were heard. Demand was quiet 
and has been for some time, and this 


the main reason for the easy position 


of the market. The South is not prov- 
ing a normal buyer of any fertilizer 
material, and loss from that section is 


difficult to make up. Dried blood is 
more firmly held than tankage, and on 
a basis of Chicago prices are quoted at 
$2.60. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Two charters 
were reported this week to carry nitrate 


from Chili to this country, and the 
rate was 52s. 6d., which represents a 
big advance over recent quotations, 
and is far above the normal level. 


These charters call for April-May load- 
ing. The rates for transportation are 
important, since they add to the cost 
of nitrate delivered at local ports. The 
market here is reported as higher, and 


sellers are quoting $2.25@2.27% per 100 
pounds. The market on the West 
Coast is in a better position from a 


Statistical standpoint, as production 


has been lessened, and this gives a 
chance to reduce stocks. Production in 
February is reported at 79,697 tons, 
against 216,230 tons, in February last 
year. Shipments were 111,420 tons, so 
that the visible was lowered by more 
than 30,000 tons. Stocks still are very 
large, however, as the totals on the 
lirst of March were reported at 1,066,000 
tens, as against 496,000 tons, a year 
ago Reports from I.ondon state that 
a cargo of nitrate consigned to Ham- 
burg, and which had been diverted to 
London, was condemned, It consisted 


of 52,000 tons Demand for nitrate in 


the United Kingdom is fairly good, and 
is of normal proportions, but the loss 
in demand, as represented by the nor- 
mal consumption in Germany, is a 


stumbling block to normal conditions 
in primary markets. Demand for ni- 
trate in domestic markets is holding up 
well, and this applies both to the fer- 
tilizer and explosives trades. 


A report from Washington states 


that some detailed information has 
come to the Commerce Depariment 
from the United States Legation ai 


Santiago, Chile, regarding the condi- 
tions of the nitrate industry in that 
country. It appears that the last com- 
plete statistics show that the average 


monthly production of nilfrate in Chile 
has amounted to about 5,400,000 quin- 
tals of 101.4 pounds each. The returns 
for January of the present year, how- 
ever, show a production of a, little 
more than 2,000,000 quintals. The lat- 
est quotation of prices on the Chilean 
coast is from $1.38 to $1.40 per quintal, 
and the freights to Europe have lately 
ranged at about $17.63 per 2,231 pounds. 
The statement is also made in this reo- 


port that considerable sales are ex- 
pected to be made to the Scandinavian 
countries, Spain and Italy, and that, 


with the exception of the United States 
and Great Britain, the demand for ni- 
trate is in excess of supply, but freight 
ships are scarce. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTIA.—There 
is very little doing in the spot market 
for sulphate, but some inquiry is re- 
ported for shipments, and on these $3 
is said to be available. Domestic 


grades are not figuring to any extent, 
as the output is well taken care of, 
and this keeps nterest arcused in the 
foreign article. Recent arrivals have 
not been very large and shipping: fa- 


cilities are not as favorable as they 
might be, owing to congestion at for- 
eign ports and scarcity of cargo room. 
A report on the foreign situation says 
that while prices for sulphate remain 
practically unchanged on the week, the 


foreign demand remains good and 
there are signs that the home con- 


sumption tends to increase. The biz 
trouble in the way of more active trad- 
ing is found in difficulties of transport. 
Dock congestion and wagon shortage 
on the railways play their part in this. 
Shipments, however, keep up moder- 
ately well, and there appear to be now 
substantial reasons for expecting im 
provement. The bigger prices paid for 
the conveyance of goods from America 
here should ease the market on this 
side, and sulphate of ainmonia in par- 
ticular might be carried more cheaply 
Generally, dealers and manufacturers 


tuke a very firm view of the market, 
and are indisposed to trade at much 
below their recent best figures, al 
though occasionally cutside makes 
may be obtained cheaper. Prompt 
prices range from £13 15s. to £14, with 
some quotations at times both a little 
lower than the least of these and a lit- 
tle better than the highest. The for- 
ward position is improvi and is now 





about 5 shillings per ton above what it 
was last week. 


PHOSPHATES. 





ACID PHOSPHATE.—From reports 
heard in various markets, demand for 
acid phosphate has not improved to 
any extent. and the market i not 
especially strong at quoted prices. The 
influence of higher rates for trans- 
porting raw materials, however, has 
been felt, and with a better cail for 
acid phosphate sellers say the market 


would be in a position to respond 
quickly and higher prices would easily 
follow. Present quotations are 45@50c. 
per unit. 


PHOSPHATE ROCK.—When it is 


considered that export trade in recent 
months has fallen off almost to a neg- 
ligible quantity it can be seen how 
important this is to the general mar- 
ket. Consuming demand at home has 
not been above normal, and this has 
resulted in a slower movement from 
producing points. There was nothing 
new in the market this week, and a 
routine demand is all that can be re-

It is stated that producers will start 
to ship in car lots in a few weeks. 
There is only a nominal market for 
Kainit and the low grade potash salts 
at present, but muriate still receives 
some attention and the inside price of 
sellers is reported to be $160 per ton, 
and sales were reported at that price 
during the week. 

The latest statistics prepared by the 


Commerce Department reporting im- 
ports of potash salts covering the 


month of February show that with re- 
spect to potash salts that are em- 
ployed: by the chemical industries in- 
cluding nitrate, cyanide, ete., which 
imports are listed in pounds, the im- 
portations for the past month have 
fallen very little short of February im- 
ports for 1914. 

Carbonate of potash show 1,337,000 
pounds, a falling off of less than 300,- 
000 pounds as compared with a year 
ago. Caustic potash, %°08,000 pounds, 
against 520,900 a year ago. Other pot- 
ash salts, 456,000 pounds, compared 
with 638,000 pounds a year ago. 

‘With respect to Kainit and other fer- 
tilizing. salts, the falling off is notable. 
However, as to muriate of potash the 
imports for February aggregated 220,- 
S18 tons, as against 131,720 tons in Feb- 
ruary of last year. All other lines of 
these fertilizer salts showed only a 
nominal importation compared with 
last year. As to kainit the importa- 
tions were only 18,520 tons, compared 
with 72,000 tons a year ago. 





ATLANTA FERTILIZER MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Atlanta, Ga., April 1, 1915. 


Shipments of bag goods have opened up 
within the last ten days, and during that 
period have been somewhere around normal, 


wiereas up to that time they had been few 
and far between. This is attributable both to 
the recent rise in the price of cotton and the 
fact that planting time is right at hand. The 
dealers and brokers here regard the fertilizer 
season the latest the State has ever known, 
They do not look for anything like the sales 
of last year, but predict that if the present 
rate keeps up tie consumption will amount 
to about 50 to 60 per cent. of that of 1914, 
which would mean sales this year of approx- 
imately 800,000 tons. ‘The material market 
has continued rather quiet on account of the 
fact that manufacturers had considerable sup- 
plies on hand. There is practically no tankage 
and blood being sold. It is impossible for the 
mixers and small manufacturers to get any 
potash at all, and some of them are using 
cottonseed meal and bulk acid in place of it, 
The market is slightly down on most ma- 
terials, though it siows substantial strength,

The report that the last vessel to 
carry dyestuffs from Germany had 
reached this country has caused con- 
sumers of dyes to take steps towards 
securing further supplies, and it is re- 
ported that government aid has been 
sought with a view to devising some 
method whereby German dyez may be 
imported. The materials market did 
not undergo much change during the 
week, but there was an imoroved in- 
quiry in many cases and sellers state 
that consumers were in the market for 
supplies for the present month. At the 
close of last week a new and lower 
price schedule for starch und dextrines 
was announced by leading sellers, and 
this was in effect all through the cur- 
rent week. The advance in th2 iin 
market had aie corresponding effect 
upon the products, and tin crystals 
were advanced to 314%4,@32c. per pound. 
Bichloride of tin also went up in price 
and the present quotation is 14%@l1ic. 
per pound. Gambier is in very limited 
supply, and sellers are inclined to hold 
out for higher prices for the stocks 
which are available. Cutzh also is 
coming to hand in a small way, and 
this is causing prices to appreciate. 
All of the natural dye and tanning ma- 
terials have been stimulated by the 
searcity and high prices in force for 
the manufactured products. Prussi- 
ates are firm, with no prospects fur a 
lowering in values for prussiate of 
potash. Prussiate of soda also is 
higher in _ price. Bichromates are 
strong and soda is higher, not only in 
sympathy with potash but also be- 
cause demand has improved since the 
latter went up in price. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate articles of the 
local market will be found below:-- 


ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—The 
supply of aniline oil and salts remains 
very small, and there can be no trad- 
ing of importance until such time as 
offerings increase in volume. On large 
lots market prices are nominal. On 
small lots quotations are given at $1.70 
@1.80 per pound for aniline oil and 
$1.25@1.30 per pound for aniline salts. 

BICHROMATES. Bichromate of 
potash continues to be firmly held, and 
the high prices quoted for muriate of 
potash are against any reduction in 
the quotation for the potash products. 
Demand for bichromate of potash has 
not been active, but trading has been 
fairly good considering the values 
which have been reached. Bichromate 
of soda has been firmer in the past 
few weeks. Most of the soda com- 
pounds have been strengthened in 
sympathy with the potash compounds. 
Competition among sellers of bichro- 
mate of soda has not been so promi- 
nent. Present trading has been for 
comparatively small lots, as large con- 
sumers are receiving supplies on old 
contracts. Market prices are l6c. per 
pound for bichromate of potash, and 
544@6c. per pound for bichromate of 
soda. 

CUTCH.—The market for cutch has 
been firmer of late, and sellers say that 
an embargo has been placed on ship- 
ments from primary points. Demand 
for cutch has been better since other 
competing materials became less plen- 
tiful. Prices for cutch are quoted at 
6%4@714c. per pound. There was some 
inquiry this week for ground cutch, 
and on this sellers are quoting llc. per 
pound. 

DEX TRINE.—The reduction in mar- 
ket prices for dextrines, which went 
into effect on Saturday of last week, 
remained operative through the cur- 
rent week. Demand for dextrine is only 
moderate and present trading is not 
deserving of special mention. Prices 
have varied lately, according to 
changes in the costs of raw materials. 
Present market prices are:—Dextrine 
$2.90 in bags, $3.01 in barrels; special 
dark canary dextrine $3 in bags, $3.11 
in barrels; British gum $3.15 in bags, 
$3.26 in barrels; amidex $3.15 in bags, 
These prices are per 100 pounds in car- 
load lots f. o. b. New York. 

GAMBIER.—A report from London 
regarding gambier says the market is 
steady but quiet. For arrival there 
are sellers of good marks for March- 
April dispatch at 22s. 6d., and buyers 
at 22s. No. 1 cubes April-May offer 
at 36s. 6d. and 32s. 6d. per ewt, c. i. f., 
would be paid for No. 2. 

In the local market there has been a 
marked scarcity of stocks, and the 
market is very unsettled. Prices are 
irregular, and as far as large lots go 
values are largely nominal. Sales are 
said to have been made at 8%c., and 
while this figure might be shaded, it is 
fairly representative of current values. 
Arrivals of gambier have been com- 
paratively small, and demand has 
been good because consumers have not 
been able to secure certain other ma-

Raw materials, especially muriate of 
potash, are holding firm in price, and 
this is the big factor at present in 
strengthening prices for prussiatem 
Red prussiate of potash is in small 
supply, and, while there ‘s hardly any 
call from the consuming trades, values 
are said to be held at close to 80c. per 
pound. Prussiate of soda has received 
more attention since values for potash 
were advanced, and the former is now 
selling at higher levels. Quotations at 
the close of the week were l5c. per 
pound for round lots, and smaller lots 
were bringing still higher prices. 

STARCH.—The easy tone which was 
in evidence in the market for starch 
at the close of last week remained 
through the week, and sellers were 
offering freely at the lower schedule 
of prices which were announced last 
Saturday. Consuming demand is quiet 
and export trade is not up to season- 
able standards, so that total consump- 
tion seems to be below normal. Pres-+

That it does not truly approximate the market 
is evident by the fact that brokers are making 
every effort to uncover bids of less money, 
operating in full confidence that they can ob- 
tain needed quantities of the commodity if buy- 
ers can be found. Stocks of blood in the 
hands of packers are not believed to be large. 
There has been sufficient of the product con- 
sumed for live stock feeding purposes to have 
kept the accumulations from becoming burden- 
some. ‘That is one reason why packers are 
not pushing their offerings particularly hard 
and why prices show comparative stability in 
the face of continued inanimation in the fer- 
tilizer trade. 

Holdings of tankage, on the other hand, are 
known to be heavy. There is also more pres- 
sure to sell this commodity than there is to 
dispose of blood, and slight differences in 
prices are not allowed to stand long in the way 
of sales. This week holders of tankage were 
asking $2.37% and 10 Chicago, or 2%c. per 
unit of ammonia less than last week. All the 
business reported was at $2.35 and 10, an- 
other 2%c. lower than last week's quotation, 
indicating the willingness with which sellers 
accepted orders. The week’s business was on 
a very moderate scale, however. There was 
no demand from large Southern mixers, who, 
in former years, ordered in hundred-ton lots. 
The demand came from the smaller fertilizer 
manufacturers who needed a car or two to 
finish up with, or from consumers who wanted 
the product for direct application to the soil. 
These are the only orders in sight this season, 
and producers are not overlooking any of them, 
even though they have been in the habit of 
placing 100-ton lots at this time in normal 
vears. Concentrated tankage is of very uncer-

no idea of the market value of the product. 
He said he had some on hand and would ac- 
cept almost any bid that looked at all reason- 
able. There has been none cleared the last 
few weeks, and a nominal price of $2.20 is 
quoted, although the last sales made, several 
weeks ago, were at $2.35 f. o. b. Chicago. 

Practically all the live interests in evidence 
in the fertilizer trade here is centered in the 
market for steamed bone. This commodity just 
now is the ‘‘meal ticket’’ of a number of 
brokers who in former years looked upon it 
with disdain as they closed deals calling for 
100, 200 or 300 tons of blood or tankage. Wheat 
growers have been apprised of the beneficial 
influence a little steamed bone will have on 
wheat growing soil, and with wheat selling 
around $1.50 a bushel they are anxious to do 
all they can to increase their production. 
Ground steamed bone is preferred, but when 
it is not immediately available the unground 
is taken, and there is a demand here all the 
time for offerings. The close this week was 
at $20 bid and $21 asked for unground steamed 
bone, while the ground steamed bone was held 
at $22 a ton.

RALTIMORE FERTILIZER MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
April 1, 1915. 
Each succeeding week brings the manufac- 
turers of mixtures rearer to the time when the 
shipments of goods come virtually to a stop, 
such forwardings as are made being entirely in 
the nature of incidental business and supple- 
mentary needs that develop after the regular 
season is over, and the larger requirements 
have been taken care of. But no extraordinary 
additions to the volume of trade are being 
made, the movement being under rather than 
over what are to be regarded as very mod- 
erate propcrtions. ‘The trouble, of course, has 
been with the South, the demand from which 
section does not anywhere exceed 50 per cent. 
of a normal business, “while there are areas 
where it falls as low as 40 per cent. To bring 
the aggregate up to normal, therefore, it would 
be necessary for the Northern territory to buy 
much more freely than in other years, and so 
far there is no conclusive evidence that this 
has happened. To be sure, the area taken up 
with various crops has been extended by the 
Northern farmers, but the additions are smaller 
than might have been supposed, one considera- 
tion which served as a check upon the ex- 
pansion being the possibility or even the prob- 
ability that the war will be over before the 
next crops are harvested, and that the needs of 
the European nations at war are likely to be 
far smaller than they would be with hostilities 
continued and much of the arrable territory 
neglected. The prospect also that some of the 
other countries not now engaged in the con- 
flict would be drawn in has been rendered more 
remote, and if these countries stay out they 
will be sellers of grain in competition with the 
United States. Altogether, therefore, the sit- 
uation has been of a character to impose cau- 
tion, and this has tended to affect the demand 
for fertilizer mixtures. The manufacturers are 
rather busier making shipments, but proportion- 
ately the movement has undergone no marked 
increase, and the buying not s0 spirited as 
to push up prices, the calls for crude stocks

With the season for mix- 
tures in the main rather unsatisfactory, if not 
actually disappointing, the manufacturers have 
no large unexpected requirements to meet, and 
they are inclined to hold back until the real 
needs develop before they place additional or- 
ders. The producers, on the other hand, feeling 
that some of the materials have advanced or 
are at least quite firm, take the view that 
tankage ought to reflect this strength in a way, 
and they are showing no eagerness to offer 
concessions which might dispose the manufac- 
turers to add considerably to their holdings 
The prevailing state of affairs is likely to con- 
tinue for an indefinite period unless a decided 
change takes vlace in the situation with re- 
spect to the demand for mixtures, which is not 
regarded likely. 

GROUND BLOOD.—Along with  tankage, 
ground blood is merely drifting along. Produ- 
cers maintain their figures at $2.80 c. a, f. 
basis Baltimore, which very appreciably 
above the ideas of the buyers, though as a rule 
blood commands a somewhat higher price than 
tankage for the reason that it is in smaller 
supply. The present state of affairs, of course, 
is conditioned largely by the feeling in the 
South. The farmers there have not yet recov- 
ered from the low cotton prices, and they will 
hardly find themselves in signally better shape 
before the expiration of the time when sowing 
of crops done; in fact, the crops that are 
to be cultivated are already in the ground, 
the season there being ahead of the more 
northern sections, and no important additions 
to the quanti of animal ammoniates called 
for are expected. The calculations of the man- 
ufacturers that the demand from the South for 
mixtures would be about 50 per cent. or less 
of normal have been borne out, as far as can 
be learned, and for this season no important 
modifications of conditions is to be looked for. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Stocks of acid phos- 
phate appear to be undergoing a considerable 
depletion in some quarters, and while the de- 
mand has not been especially heavy, if it de- 
served that characterization at all, the supplies 
have been none the less drawn upon to an ex- 
tent which has imparted to the business a dis- 
tinctly firmer tone. The prevailing quotations 
are closer to the nominal figures than they 
have been for a long time, and the indications 
are that perhaps some further approach will 
be made, for the rock freight situation remains 
unchanged, with rates high and the buyers 
holding off in the hope that a reaction may 
set in. So far there are no indications of such 
en eventuality. With the general business 
showing expan g there is a possibility of 
still further pressure for tonnage being devel- 
oped. Certainly no additions to the number of 
vessels available for the rock carrier business 
have been made and none are in prospect. 
The current quotations of $7.75 for 14 per cent. 
and $8.25 for 14 per cent. acid phosphate, 
therefore, are so close to the prices realized on 
actual sales as to fairly represent the market. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There has been no 
change in the nitrate situation during the past 
week. The current figures for spot are still 
$2.2214, with $2.25 asked for future. A large 
eargo of nitrate arrived here during the week 
and another is on the way, but the prospect of 
liberal arrivals seem not in any way to have 
weakened the market, holders evidently feel- 
ing that they will be able to realize the returns 
demanded.
